The following is a copy of a Royal Proclamation, dated the 
15th September last, respecting the coinage of British Honduras. 

“Whereas formerly the coins current in Our West Indian 
Colonies, which term included Our Colony of Honduras, con- 
sisted partly of the current coins of Our United Kingdom, and 
partly of Spanish, Mexican, and Colombian gold coins called 
doubloons, and of Spanish, Mexican, and Colombian silver coins 
called dollars, and 

“Whereas by Our Proclamation given at Our Court at Windsor, 
on the fourteenth day of September, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-eight, and in the second year of Our Reign, rates were 
fixed at which the said Spanish, Mexican, and Colombian gold 
coins called doubluons, and the Spanish, Mexican, aud Colombian 
silver coins called dollars, should, as measured in sterling, cir- 
culate and be received in payment in Our West Indian Colonies, 
and 

“ Whereas by Our Proclamation given at Our Court at Osborne 
House, Isle of Wight, on the nineteenth day of August, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-three, and in the seventeenth 
year of Our Reign, rates were fixed at which the gold coins of the 
United States of North America, called the Eagle, Half Eagle, 
Quarter Eagle, and Gold Dollar, should, as measured in sterling, 
circulate and be received in payment in Our said Colonies, and 
whereas by Our Proclamations given at Our Courts at Windsor 
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on the tenth day of November, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-six, in the thirtieth year of Our Reign, and at Osborne 
House, Isle of Wight, on the fourteenth day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, in the thirty-fourth year 
of Our Reign, it was ordained that certain gold coins coined at 
the Sydney branch of Our Mint should be legal tender for 
payment in Our Colony of British Honduras, and whereas by 
Our Proclamation given at Our Court at Windsor on the nine- 
teenth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five, 
in the forty-eighth year of Our Reign, it was ordained that certain 
bronze coins therein described, called one cent pieces, of British 
Honduras currency, struck and to be struck at Our Mint in 
London, should pass current in Our Colony of British Honduras, 
and 

“Whereas the coins actually in circulation in Our said Colony 

of British Honduras consist now partly of the current coins of 
Our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, including 
gold coins coined at the Sydney branch of Our Mint, partly of 
the said bronze coins called one cent pieces, of British Honduras 
currency, and partly of Guatemalan, Chilian, Mexican, and 
Honduras silver coins called dollars, and partly Peruvian silver 
coins called sols, and whereas it is expedient to reform the 
currency in Our Colony of British Honduras by declaring a new 
standard of value, and specifyirg the coins which shall constitute 
legal tender and the rates at which such coins shall, as measured 
by the new standard of value, circulate and be received in 
payment. 

.“ Now, therefore, We, by and with the like advice of Our Privy 
Council, have thought fit to declare and ordain, and by the advice 
aforesaid, We do hereby declare and ordain, as follows :— 

(1.) This Proclamation shall come into operation on a day to 
be fixed by the Governor or Officer administering the 
Government of Our Colony of British Honduras, by 
Proclamation, from which day the current coins of Our 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland shall 
cease to be legal tender in Our Colony of British 
Honduras. 

(2.) Our aforesaid Proclamations of the fourteenth day of Sep- 
tember, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight, 
the nineteenth day of August, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-three, the tenth day of November, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, and the 
fourteenth day of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-one, shall be and they are hereby declared 
to be revoked so far as regards Our Colony of British 
Honduras, and Our aforesaid Proclamation of the 
nineteenth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-five, shall be and is hereby revoked. 

(3.) The standard of value in British Honduras shall hence- 
forth be the Guatemalan dollar, containing 385-8 grains 
troy of silver of the millesimal fineness of 900-0. 
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(4.) The coins hereinafter specified shall be deemed to bear 
to the Guatemalan dollar the ratio which is respectively 


set against the name of each coin in the first column of 
the List of Coins. 


(5.) A tender of payment of money, if made in any of the said 
coins, which have not become diminished in weight by 
wear or otherwise, so as to be of less weight than the 
weight specified in the List of Coins as the minimum 
weight, and which are of the fineness specified, shall be 
a legal tender in Our said Colony of British Honduras ; 


In the case of dollars, sols, pesos, and five bolivar pieces, for 
a payment of any amount ; 


In the case of the other silver coins named in the List of 
Coins, for a payment of an amount not exceeding 
fifty Guatemalan dollars, but for no greater amount ; 


In the case of one cent pieces of British Honduras currency, 
for a payment of an amount not exceeding half a 
Guatemalan dollar, but for no greater amount. 

(6.) Nothing, however, herein contained shall be construed to 


alter or affect any contract made before this Proclama- 
tion comes into operation.

The following is a copy of a further telegram, dated the 
21st September :—% Governor of Odessa has imposed six days’ 
quarantine on arrivals from Sardinia.” 

The following is a copy of a further telegram, dated the 
24th September :—- Government of Odessa has imposed six days’ 
quarantine against all Italian ports.” 

The following is a copy of a telegram, dated 30th September : 
— Arrivals from Italy with foul bills not having undergone 
“* quarantine of observation outside Russia will not be admitted 
« jnto Baltic ports, and those with clean biils will have to under- 
“ go strict medical inspection.” 


DENMARK. 


A despatch, dated the 17th September last, has been received 
from Her Majesty’s Minister at Copenhagen, reporting that 
arrivals from the East Indies, Tonquin, and Cochin China, and all 
vessels which on their voyage have communicated with vessels 
from those places, will be subjected to quarantine in Denmark. 
The usual regulation prohibiting the import of certain articles, 
with the exception of passengers’ luggage, will also be enforced. 


FRANCE. 


A despatch, dated the 11th September, has been received 
from Her Majesty’s Minister at Paris, reporting that the quarantine 
measures in force against arrivals from Sicily and the Italian 
Continent have been extended to Sardinia. 

A further despatch, dated 14th September, has been received 
from Her Majesty’s Mi nister at Paris, reporting that the quarantine 
measures against arrivals from certain parts of Italy have been 
extended to arrivals from the eastern side of Cape Maria de 
Leuca to Cape Gargand, in the Gulf of Manfredonia. 
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A further despatch, dated the 17th September last, has been 
received, reporting that three days’ observation is imposed on 
arrivals in Algerian ports from Sardinia, and from the coast of 
Italy to the north of Cape Circello for the east side, and of Cape 
Gergano for the west side. 

A further despatch, dated 22nd September, from Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Paris, reports that a quarantine of observation of 
seven days for steamers and five days for sailing vessels is im- 
posed on all arrivals from Malta, and from any part of Italy, 
including Sardinia, Sicily, and Pantellaria. 


SPAIN. 


A despatch, dated 6th August last, has been received from Her 
Majesty's Consul at Manila, reporting that in consequence of 
cholera at Singapore all arrivals from the Straits ports will be 
subjected to strict quarantine. ; 

A further despatch, dated 17th September, has been received 
from Her Majesty’s Minister at Madrid, enclosing an ex- 
tract from the Official Gazette of the 16th September, stating 
that the Spanish Government have decided to consider foul all 
arrivals from the Gulf of Cagliari which put to sea after the 
3lst August last, and vessels will have to perform quarantine 
accordingly in lazaretto. 


PORTUGAL. 


The following is a copy of a telegram, dated tlie 21st Septem- 
ber, from Her Majesty’s Minister at Lisbon :—“ Ports of Sardinia 
declared to be infected with cholera from 18th August.” 

The following is a copy of a telegram, dated 3rd October, from 
Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires at Lisbon :—* Ports, province 
Santa Catherina, Brazil, free from yellow fever.” 


ITALY. 


A despatch, dated 26th September, has been received from 
Her Majesty’s Representative at Rome, stating that in consequence 
of the cessation of yellow fever in the State of Florida (United 
States), quarantine regulations have been abolished against ships 
arriving from that State from the 24th September with a clean 
bill of health.

AUSTRIA. 


A despatch, dated 25th September, has been received from 
Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Vienna, enclosing the following 
— of a circular recently issued by the Imperial Maritime 

oard :— 

“The quarantine measures imposed against arrivals from Sicily, 
ports of Calabria, and of the coasts between Torre Annunziata 
and Gaeta inclusive, as well as the port of Brindisi, are extended 
to all Italian ports. ‘The ports of Venetia are excluded ; arrivals 
from there will be subjected to a rigorous medical visit, and to 
the disinfection of the wearing apparel.” 


GREECE. 

The following copy of a telegram, dated 21st September, has 
been received from Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires at Athens, 
viz. :—“ Eleven days’ quarantine on arrivals from Cagliari to be 
“ performed in Delos and Goubino, five days’ observation on 
“arrivals from other ports of Sardinia, also from 17th September 
“on arrivals from eastern coast of Italian peninsula between 
“© Manfredonia and Austro-Hungarian frontier to be performed at 
** Vido, and wherever there is a sanitary office.” 

The following is a copy of a telegram, dated 28th September, 
from Her Majesty’s Minister at Athens :—“ Eleven days’ effective 
“ quarantine imposed from 24th September on arrivals from 
* between Cotrone to the Austrian frontiers, to be performed in 
“ Jazarettos of Delos and Gouzino. Currant boats may perform 
“ this quarantine at Trizonia.” 


TURKEY. 


The following copy of a telegram, dated 11th September, has 
been received from Her Majesty's Ambassador at Constantinople, 
viz. :—“ Owing to outbreak of cholera at Cagliari, ten days’ 
“ quarantine applied on departures from Sardinia on and after 8th 
September.” 

The following copy of a further telegram, dated 15th Sep- 
tember, has been received from Her Majesty’s Representative at 
Constantinople :—* Quarantine extended to all Italy; arrivals 
“ from ports between Civita Vecchia and French frontier, and 
“ between Ancona and Austrian frontier perform only five days, 
* remainder 10 days.” 
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ROuMANIA, 


A despatch, dated 2nd September, has been received from Her 
Majesty's Representative in Roumania, reporting that the sanitary 
measures which were taken by the Roumanian Government 
against arrivals from the Italian coast, between Manfredonia and 
Gaeta, have been extended to arrivals from Civita Vecchia, and 
from between that place and Ancona. 

A further despatch, dated 20th September, has been received, 
stating that in consequence of the outbreak of cholera at Cagliari, 
the measures which were taken against arrivals from Italy have 
been extended to those from Sardinia. 

A despatch, dated 22nd September, has been received, stating 
that the measures which were taken against arrivals from Italy, 
which had not previously performed a five days’ quarantine in 
a Turkish port where lazarets are established, have also been 
extended to arrivals from the Italian coasts—on the west from the 
French irontier to Civita Vecchia, and on the east from the 
frontier of Austria-Hungary to Ancona. 


CYPRUS. 


According to a despatch, dated the 15th of August last, which 
has been received from the Governor of Cyprus, a quarantine of 
10 days has been imposed on arrivals in Cyprus from Naples, 
which left that place after the 31st July, and on arrivals which 
left every other part of Italy, south of Gaeta and Manfredonia, 
after the 7th August. 

A further despatch, dated the 30th August last, has been 
received from the Governor of Cyprus, reporting that 10 days’ 
quarantine will be imposed on arrivals from ports of Southern 
Italy, from Civita Vecchia to Ancona. 

According to a despatch, dated 17th September, from Her 
Majesty’s Acting High Commissioner of Cyprus, a quarantine of 
ten days has been imposed on all arrivals from Sardinia since the 
8th September, and a similar quarantine on arrivals from Italian 
ports, other than those between Civita Vecchia and the French 
frontier, and between Ancona and the Austrian frontier, which 
are subjected to five days’ quarantine. 


MALTA. 


The following is a copy of a telegram, dated the 8th September, 
from the Governor of Malta :—‘“ Sfratto on Sardinia; seven days’ 
quarantine against Civita Vecchia.” 

The following is a copy of a quarantine notice issued by the 
Governor of Malta, dated the 8th September last :— 

* 1. No vessel which has been in Sardinia within twenty-one 
days shall be admitted into this port except for the purpose of 
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taking coals and provisions in strict quarantine. Vessels will, 
however, as provided by Government Notice, No. 98, of 18th July 
last, be allowed to take passengers and cargo in quarantine, pro- 
vided they do not remain in the harbour longer than is necessary 
for the purpose of taking coals and provisions. 

“ 2. Vessels and passengers arriving from Civita Vecchia shall 
be subjected to seven day’s quarantine. 

* 3. Passengers arriving from any port in the Mediterranean, 
or Constantinople, as well as those embarking at Alexandria, 
Suez, and Port Said, will not be permitted to land at Malta, 
unless provided with British Consular certificates stating that 
they have not resided or been in any place in Southern Italy, 
from Terracina to Ancona inclusive, round Cape Spartivento, in 
Sicily, or in Sardinia, during the twenty-one days immediately 
preceding the date of their embarkation.” 


Morocco. 


A despatch, dated 5th September, has been received from Her 
Majesty’s Minister at Tangier, reporting that it has been decided 
to reject, until further notice, all vessels from the ports of Sicily 
other than those mentioned in the Zondon Gazette notice of the 
19th August which have left the island later than the 15tk August. 

A further despatch, dated the 15th September, has been 
received from Her Majesty’s Consul at Tangier, stating that the 
Morocco Board of Health have decided to reject all arrivals from 
Sardinia which have left later than the 31st August. 

A despatch, dated 16th September, has been received from 
Her Majesty’s Minister at Madrid, reporting that the Sanitary 
Board of Tangiers has decided not to admit into Moorish ports 
any vessels which have touched at any ports in south of Italy 
since 31st July last. 


Eaypt. 


The following is a copy of a telegram, dated the 27th Sep- 
tember, which has been received from Her Majesty's Consul at 
Alexandria :—* Quarantine imposed here against arrivals from 
Madras.” 


UNITED STATES. 


The following copy of a telegram, dated 19th September, has 
been received from Her Majesty’s Representative at Washington 
viz.:—* Amended quarantine regulations proclaimed at New 
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“ Orleans September 12th. Vessels arriving from suspected ports 
“ to be kept in quarantine three days, but after 15th October 
** until lst November only one day.” 


ARGENTINE REPUPLIC. 


A despatch, dated the 23rd August, has been received from 
Her Majesty's Minister at Buenos Ayres, enclosing copy of a 
notice, dated the 13th August, imposing a quarantine of disin- 
fection on vessels proceeding from the ports of Italy and of Chili, 
which may have departed thence subsequent to the 4th August. 
Steam vessels proceeding from Italy which may bring with them 
an Argentine medical officer belonging to the International 
Health Corps are excepted; provided that it be certified by the 
aforesaid practitioner that their sanitary condition is good. 


JAMAICA. 


A despatch, dated the 16th August, has been received from 
the Governor of Jamaica announcing that, in consequence of the 
prevalence of small-pox and yellow fever in parts of Cuba, he 
has declared all the ports of the island of Cuba to be infected. 
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IIlL—POST OFFICE NOTICES. 


Establishment of an Inland Pattern and Sample Post. 


Commencing with the Ist October, trade patterns and 
ailie of merchandise may be sent between places in the 
United Kingdom at the following rates of postage :— 


For a packet weighing not more than 4 oz. - ld. 
For a packet weighing more than 4 oz., but not 

more than 6 oz. - - - - Idd. 
For a packet weighing more than 6 oz., but not 

more than 8 oz. - - - - 2d. 


2. No packet must exceed 8 oz. in weight. The limits of 
dimensions are 12 in. by 8 in. by 4in. If either of these con- 
ditions be infringed the packet will not be forwarded, but will be 
to the sender. 

If a packet be posted wholly unpaid, it will on delivery be 
anal with double postage. A packet posted insufficiently 
paid will be chargeable with double the deficient postage. 

4. The Postmaster-General wishes it to be clearly understood 
that the post is expressly intended for the benefit of, and is 
absolutely restricted to, bond fide trade patterns and samples of 
merchandise. No article sent for sale, or in execution of an order 
(however small the quantity), or sent from one private individual 
to another, will under any circumstances be admissible; and if 
any such packet be posted prepaid at the pattern rate only, it will 
be charged with double the deficient postage at the letter rate, 
together with a fine of 6d. 

5. Patterns and samples must be sent in wrappers (marked 
“pattern post” or “sample post”) entirely open at both ends, 
and must be so packed that they may, to the satisfaction of the 
Postmaster-General or his officers, be easily withdrawn for 
examination; but samples of seeds, flour, drugs, and such like 
articles, which cannot be sent in open wrappers, may be enclosed 
in boxes (but in such a way as to admit of easy examination) or 
in bags of linen or other like material, tied at the neck. Closed 
bags, even if transparent, will not be allowed. In all cases where 
the requirements in regard to the mode of enclosure are not 
complied with, the packet will be returned to the sender. 

6. It is obligatory that the name, address, and trade of the 
sender be in all cases printed on the outside of the wrapper, above 
the address. If this rule be not complied with, the packet will 
be liable to the penalty referred to in clause 4. 

7. The number, price, and private business marks may (as well 
as the address) be in writing, but no other writing will be 
allowed. In case of the infringement of this rule, the packet will 
be surcharged at the letter rate. 

8. No glass bottle, or glass in any form, may be sent; no 
explosive, liquid, semi-liquid, or greasy matter, nor powders of 
any kind which may stain or do other damage nor any living 
creature. 
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9. Patterns of scissors, knives, razors, and other sharp articles 
must be so packed and guarded as to completely prevent injury 
to the other contents of the mail bags, or to the officers employed, 
but the packets must at the same time admit of easy examination. 
When these requirements are not complied with, the packet will 
be stopped. 

10. When necessary for securing the due transmission or 
delivery of letters, patterns and samples may be kept back for 
the succeeding despatch or delivery.

Russia. 


Regulations concerning Ships’ Provisions in the Sea of Azoff: 


The following regulations respecting ships’ provisions are in 
future to be observed by vessels arriving from abroad at ports of 
the Sea of Azoff. 

§ I. Under the denomination of ships’ provisions, are under- 
stood the stores of food and beverages with which sailing vessels 
and steamers are provided for the victualling of the master and 
crew, as also for the use of passengers during the voyage. 

§ II. The quantity of ships’ provisions must be fully stated by 
the master in his report respecting them to the Custom House. 
The quality and quantity of the provisions shall be minutely par- 
ticularized and recorded in a special book; the provisions shall 
then be left on board under the seals of the Custom House and 
master ; but if, owing to the constiuction of the vessel, the pro- 
visions cannot be placed under seal, they shall then be delivered 
to the master, subject to his responsibility for the same, and he 
shall give an undertaking to the effect that in case of any 
deficiency of the provisions, after deduction of the consumption 
authorised by the Custom House, he will immediately pay the 
amount of duty due on the deficient quantity ; unexpected veri- 
fication of the unsealed provisions shall also be made at the option 
of the chief of the Custom House during the whole stay of the 
vessel i port. 

§ III. At the demand of the master, provisions shall be issued 
to him for consumption on board in quantities commensurate with 
the actual requirements of the crew; at the same time, the issue 
of provisions to the crew, including the master, shall be calculated 
per head and on the basis of one week’s consumption, (this issue 
of provisions may be made at the above rate once and for all 
during the whole period of the vessel’s stay in port), and 
shall not exceed the following scale:—Rum or brandy, 
2 bottles; beer, porter, or wine, 7 bottles ; coffee, } lb.; sugar, 
1 lb.; tea, } lb.; cheese, 3 lb.; cigars, 50; tobacco, 4 lb. 

§ IV. In the event of a vessel wintering in port and the crew 
going into lodgings on shore, ships’ provisions shall also be issued 
to them free of duty on the above-mentioned scale ; but beverages, 
the importation of which is not prohibited under the tariff, shall 
only be issued under payment of duty; liquors which are not 
allowed to be imported, shall be kept at the Custom House until 
the departure of the vessel, and not issued for the refection of the 
crew.

§ V. Before a vessel proceeds to sea, ships’ provisions not con- 
sumed on the scale above referred to, as also any dutiable articles 
belonging to the master or crew, shall be re-exported or duty 
thereon paid, at the option of the master, and should the pro- 
visions and articles have been kept under seals, these seals or 
plombs shall be removed only by the Kertch Custom House, on 
the clearance of the vessel for the Black Sea; if, on the other 
hand, they have remained unsealed on board, the whole remaining 
quantity shall be carefully ascertained, and if it should appear 
that during the vessel’s stay in harbour the consumption of fro- 
visions exceeded the scale fixed in § III., or if some articles be 
missing, duty shall be paid on the deficient quantity ; at the same 
time, the Kertch Custom House shall, for its guidance when 
clearing the vessel for the Black Sea, be furnished with a certified 
copy of the quantity of provisions and articles belonging to the 
master and actually on board at the time of her leaving the port.

FINLAND. 
Modification of Customs Duties. 


It appears from a report of Mr. Charles J. Cooke, British 
Vice-Consul at Helsingfors, dated the 5th September last, that 
the Imperial Finnish Senate has decreed that shelled rice, including 
rice which is partly shelled or mixed with the same, shall in 
future be subject to a duty of 4 marks per 100 kilogrammes on 
being imported into Finland. The Senate has also decreed that 
raw asbestos and asbestos powder should beimported into Finland 
duty free, while all goods made of asbestos should pay a duty on 
importation of 12 marks per 160 kilogrammes, with an addition of 
20 per cent, if these goods consist of ready-made clothing of 
asbestos, 


SWEDEN, 


Light Dues and Beaeconage. 


A despatch, dated the 2ist July last, has been received from 
Mr. E. Corbett, Her Majesty’s Minister at Stockholm, enclosing 
translation of a Royal decree, respecting the pilot establishment 
of Sweden. The following, which is an extract from the decree in 
question, relates to the system of levying light dues and beaconage 
in that country :— 

Section 44, Light duties and beaconage shall be paid at the 
following rates: For every ton of the rateable burden of all steamers 
and sailing vessels coming from or departing for a foreign port, 
except in such cases as are provided for in section 49, viz., when 
the vessel is laden, 30 dre ; when the vessel is in ballast, 15 dre; 
until, in the course of a civil year, as large a sum has been paid 
for the vessel as she fvould have had to pay, if laden, for four 
voyages, upon which the light duties and beaconage for each suc- 
cessive voyage during the civil year shall be, when the vessel is 
laden, 20 Gre ; when the vessel is in ballast, 10 dre for every ton; 
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and in all such cases it is to be observed: first, that in case a 
vessel on her passage to or from a foreign port touches at one or 
several Swedish ports. light duties and beaconage shall be paid, 
on her arrival as well as on her departure, only at the place where 
she first entered or cleared, and that, in the latter case, if a fee 
has been paid for an outward bound vessel as if in ballast, but she 
afterwards, on the same voyage, takes in in a Swedish port fora 
foreign port so large a cargo as no longer to be considered as a 
vessel in ballast, the difference to make up the full fee for the 
vessel when laden shall be paid at the last-mentioned Swedish 
port; secondly, that the total amount of light dues and beaconage 
paid in one and the same calendar month shall not exceed the 
amount the vessel would have had to pay in that month for two 
voyages, if laden. 

A vessel shall be considered in ballast when ber cargo amounts 
to less than one-tenth part of her rateable tonnage; and for cal- 
culations in that respect, one ton shall be considered equivalent to 
2°83 cubic metres with regard to goods that are entered in the 
shipping documents by the bulk, and to 1,360 kilograms with 
regard to goods that are entered by the weight. 

Section 45. Light duties and beaconage for vessels employed in 
the coasting trade, with the exceptions enacted in section 49, 
shall be paid as follows, viz. :— 


For steamers: 


Either a monthly fee which shall be paid—- 


Kr. dre 

For every rateable ton of the vessel’s burden up to 
100 tons inclusive with - - - 010 

For every ton over and above that capacity up to 
200 tons inclusive with  - - - - 01 
For every ton over and above 200 tons with - 0 25 

Or, in case the commander or owner of the vessel 

prefers an annual fee to be paid— 

For every ton of the rateable burden of the vessel 
up to 100 tons inclusive with - - - 0 60 

For every ton over and above that capacity up to 
200 tons inclusive with - - - 090 
For every ton over and above 200 tons with | - 1 50 


For such sailing vessels as shall be furnished with an annual 
license in pursuance of the existing Customs regulations, an annual 
fee of 30 Gre for every ton of the rateable burden of the vessel. 

For steamers in ballast, inland light duties and beaconage for 
a single passage may also be paid with half the amount the 
monthly fee of a vessel would come to in accordance with the 
principles stated above. 

Section 46. For steamers employed both for home and foreign 
trade, the total amount of the inland .wonthly fee, or the inland 
light dues and beaconage paid for a steamer in ballast for a single 
passage, and the foreign light duties and beaconage for the same 
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month, shall not exceed the highest monthly sum the vessel 
would have had to pay, in. pursuance of section 44, in case she 
had been solely employed for foreign trade. In case a steamer 
which has paid an annual fee for inland trade, is also employed 
for foreign trade, the foreign light duties and beaconage for the 
vessel shall be computed at the lower rate of 20 dre per ton when 
she is laden, and at the rate of 10 re when in ballast ; and the 
receipt for the payment of the annual fee shall in that case 
include an attestation showing that a reduction of the foreign 
light duties and beaconage has been made on that ground. 

Section 49. The following vessels shall be exempt from the 
payment of light duties and beaconage :— 

(a.) All vessels belonging to the Crown or to the fleet of men- 

of-war of a foreign nation. 

(d.) All vessels the rateable tonnage of which does not exceed 
40 tons. 

(c.) Swedish vessels fitted out for fishing when employed for 
that purpose, 

(d.) Every vessel that, from cogent reasons or for the purpose 
of receiving orders where to proceed or only for under- 
going repairs ina Swedish ship-yard, dock, or mechanical 
workshop, or being examined to ascertain the necessity 
of repairs, touches at a Swedish port without delivering 
any cargo other than will again be put on board or 
taking in any goods other than provisions, coal, or stores 
for ship’s use. 

(c.) All vessels that solely navigate rivers and canals, and lakes 
other than Lake Malar. With regard to vessels belong- 
ing to certain sailing societies and yachting clubs, special 
enactments provided for the payment of light duties and 
beaconage for such vessels shall be observed. 

Section 50. In case of a steamer for which an annual fee has 
been paid, having been employed in the coasting trade for a 
shorter period than six months in the year without having had the 
benefit of a reduction of the foreign light duties and beaconage on 
the ground of the payment of the annual fee as stated above, 
section 46, she shall recover out of the fee paid as much as shall, 
in case she had not paid the annual fee, exceed the sum she would 
have had to pay in monthly fees for the time she was thus em- 
ployed. Steamers which have paid a monthly fee, but have made 
only one coasting voyage in ballast during the month, shall also 
recover from the inland light duties and beaconage half of the 
monthly fee paid; and sailing vessels which have been employed 
in the coasting trade for more than one or two calendar months in 
the year, shall recover, in the former case, two-thirds, and in the 
latter, one-third of the annul fee paid. 
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Norway, 


Proposed Revision of the Norwegian Customs Tariff. 


With reference to the notification that appeared on page 233 
of the September number of the Journal respecting the proposed 
revision of the Norwegian Customs Tariff, a further communi- 
cation, dated the 1st September last, has been received from 
Mr, T. Michell, Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Christiania, 
from which the following is an extract :— 

“A congress of delegates from the ‘ Working Men’s and 
Artizans’ Associations’ established in this country has just been 
held at Christiania for the purpose, chiefly, of making known to 
the Government the alterations which those associations desire to 
have made in the existing Customs Tariff. 

“The latter was discussed, point by point, and settled in a 
manner highly satisfactory to the alleged requirements of each 
branch of native industry, that is to say, in the direction of pro- 


‘ tection against foreign competition intensified by over-production. 


Under a give-and-take arrangement, the representatives of 
almost every class of industry obtained what they demanded 
at the hands of the Congress, which professed, however, 
to proceed on the basis that, in order to ensure success, the 
recommendations to be made to the Government should be of a 
moderate character. Nevertheless, another principle laid down 
by the chairman (a member of the Royal Commission on the 
Tariff), namely, that the Congress had to consider whether the 
working classes should have ‘duties and earnings’ or ‘ no duties 
and no earnings,’ was well observed throughout the deliberations, 
which were, as a matter of fact, guided by a few manufacturers 
seeking the assistance of the artizan class for the promotion of 
their own personal interests. 

“The leading local journals do not attach much importance 
to this agitation, and the organ of the liberal party even warns 
the industrial classes that their expectations are doomed to con- 
siderable disappointment, since they are not on the whole 
reconcilable with the general interests of the community. It 
points out, moreover, that the result of imposing higher duties 
on foreign manufactures would be to enhance the cost of living, 
and this again would necessitate a reduction in the duties on such 
necessaries of life as tea, sugar, petroleum, &c., from which a 
considerable revenue is now derived. But, in the latter case, 
it asks, by what other means can that revenue be raised ? 
The answer of the artizans and working men would be by < direct 
taxation, to which they would of course contribute next to 
nothing, but which the classes above them, already overtaxed for 
municipal and communal purposes, and deeply indebted under 
mortgages when holding real property, can certainly not afford to 
pay. ‘This is the very difficulty which the Royal Commission is 
instructed to solye in the event of its Report being in favour of 
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such alterations in the tariff as would affect the revenue now 
derived from Customs, and which suffices to cover almost one half 
of the total expenditure of the State.” 


GERMANY. 


Regulations affecting the Importation of Rooted Bulbs. 


With reference to the notification that appeared on page 382 
of the May number of the Journal respecting the introduction 
into Germany of rooted bulbs, a further communication on the 
subject, dated the 3rd September last, has been received from 
Sir E. B. Malet, Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Berlin, enclosing 
a translation of a notice which appeared in the Reichs-Gesetzblatt 
of the 26th August last respecting the importation of rooted 
plants from States not parties to the International Phylloxera 
Convention. The following is a copy of the translation in 
question :— 

Art. I. The experts to be entrusted with the investigations 
are to be appointed by the departmental Governments from 
among such persons resident at the frontier post (Art. I., No. 1, 
of the Ordinance) or in its vicinity, as may have proved their 
competency. The names of the experts and their substitutes, if 
any, are to be notified to the public by the departmental 
Governments, 

Art. II. The sender of the plants has to give in with the 
packet a declaration, in which he— 

(a.) Engages himself to bear the costs of the examination. 

(4.) Instructs the receiver of the packet, or a representative of 
the latter with full powers to act, and resident in 
Imperial territory, to pay the costs. 

If this declaration is not forthcoming, the person to whom the 
packet is addressed will be advised of this, with the remark that 
it will only be despatched after the costs of the examination have 
been paid. Should no explanation be given within a specified 
time, proceedings ensue as directed in Art. VI., par. 1, of the 
Ordinance of July 4th, 1883. 

Art. ITT. At the examination, which is to be held on the 
arrival of the packet at the frontier without delay, the packet is 
to be entirely emptied. The wrappings of the plants are then 
to be thoroughly examined to see whether vine roots or other 
portions of vine plant are contained in them. Should this be the 
case, the examination is suspended without further process, and 
it rests with the frontier authorities what further course shall be 
pursued, whether the packet be returned or destroyed. Otherwise 
the plants themselves are then carefully to be examined one by 
one, and if there be any appearance of swelling on the root, with 
a magnifying glass, the expert has to draw up a short statement 
of the condition after each examination. 
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Art. IV. The fees of the experts are to be calculated in such 
a manner that the sum of 4 marks for the first hour; for cach 
hour beyond or portion of an hour, 2 marks; the whole not to 
exceed a maximum of 12 marks. 

It is in the competency of the departmental Governments to 
assess the fees at a lower scale for examining packages of small 
value (plants for rooms, shoots, and such like), and again at 
a higher scale where exceptional trouble is given in the 
examination. 

If the examinations involve special journeys— 

(a.) Experts, who are also officials, receive the scale of main- 

tenance and journey money prescribed in Imperial or 
State laws. 

(4.) Experts, not officials, receive 12 marks a day for main- 
tenance and for travelling expenses (in cases of distances 
exceeding two kilometers from residence); for each 
kilometer of railroad or steamship, 13 pfennig ; and for 
each journey to and fro, 3 marks; for each kilometer of 
road, 60 pfennig, unless the departmental Government, 
in consideration of the expert’s social position, declares 
a lower scale to be sufticient. 

Art. V. The experts hand in their account, together with the 
certificate as to the contents of the packet, to the authority at 
whose office the examination has taken place; the latter then 
collects the total from the receiver when delivering the packet to 
him, and finally pays it over to the expert. 


FRANCE, 


Tonnage Dues levied on account of Towns and Chambers of 
Commerce. 


A despatch, dated the 2nd September last, has been received 
from Mr. E. H. Egerton, Her Majesty’s Minister at Paris, 
enclosing copy of a circular issued by the French Direction 
Générale des Douanes, with reference to tonnage ducs levied on 
account of French towns and Chambers of Commerce. 

The circular states that the decision of November 19, 1881, 
under which vessels arriving from abroad, and entering more than 
one French port, are required to pay the dues levied on account 
of towns or Chambers of Commerce in the first port of entry only, 
has been revoked, and that such vessels will henceforth be 
required to pay the dues in each port which they enter. It is 
added that should the levy of these dues be contested the respon- 
sibility of defending their interests will rest with the towns and 
Chambers of Gommerce, and not with the Custom House. 
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Tonnage Dues in St. Malo and St. Servan. 


A. despatch, dated the 23rd August last, has been received 
from Mr. E. H. Egerton, Her Majesty’s Minister at Paris, 
enclosing’ copy of a decree, dated the 14th August last, 
authorising the levying of certain tonnage dues in the ports of 
St. Malo and St. Servan. According to Article 1 of the Decree 
the following tonnage dues were to be levied after the Ist Sep- 
tember last on all vessels entering the ports of St. Malo and 
St. Servan, including the port of Solidor (Ille-et-Vilaine), with 
cargo or for the purpose of loading :— 

0 fr. 25 per ton measurement for sailing vessels ; 

0 fr. 30 per ton measurement for stea:n vessels ; 

0 fr. 10 per ton measurement for packet-boats belonging to a 

regular passenger service, with or without cargo. 

The following vessels were to be exempt from this duty : — 

Government vessels, 

Pilot, light, or pleasure boats. 

Vessels engaged in the Frenth coasting trade. 

Vessels for sea-fishing. 

Vessels for coast-fishing. 

Vessels putting into port, but not engaging in trade. 

Vessels entering in ballast, and departing without taking 
cargo. 


Tonnage Dues in Port of Morlaix. 


A despatch, dated the, 1st September last, has been received 
from Mr. E. H. Egerton, Her Majesty’s Minister at Paris, 
enclosing copy of a decree authorising the execution of works for 
the improvement of the river and port of Morlaix. 

Article 1 authorises the Chamber of Commerce of Morlaix to 
borrow, at a rate of interest not exceeding 5 per cent., a sum 
of 43,000 francs, to be liquidated in 15 years at the most, to cover 
the cost of the works for the improvement of the river and port of 
Morlaix. 

Article 2 stipulates that, from the date of the contraction of the 
above loan, a tonnage duty of 20 centimes per ton measurement 
shall be levied on all vessels, with a few exceptions, entering the 
port. The following are the classes of vessels exempt from this 
duty :— 

. Vessels measuring less than 30 tons. 

. Government vessels. 

. Pilot, light and pleasure vessels, 

Vessels putting into port, and not engaged in trade. 

. Vessels entering in ballast, and departing without taking 
cargo. 

Article 3 authorises the Chamber of Commerce to collect the 
above dues, which are to cease as soon as the loan is paid off. 
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Rice and Paddy exported to France and French Colonies, 


A report, dated the Ist August last, has been received from 
Mr. C. F. Tremlett, Her Majesty's Consul at Saigon, stating 
that from that date the duty on rice and paddy exported to 
France or the French Colonies was to be at the rate of 50 
centimes per picul, without distinction of flag. Hitherto this 
reduction has been confined to French vessels alone. 


Regulations respecting Manifests of Ships arriving from Austria, 
Malta, and Tunis. 


A despatch, dated the 18th September last, has been received 
from Mr. J. G. Kennedy, Her Majesty's Charge d’Affaires at 
Rome, stating that a recent Royal decree provides, as a preventive 
measure against smuggling, that sailing vessels of high tonnage 
and steamers of tonnage less than 100 tons arriving in 
Italian ports from Austrian, Maltese or Tunisian ports, must 
have their manifests (clearance papers) visés by the Italian 
Consular Officer. ‘The manifest must show the real character of 
the cargo and of the provisions on board. ‘This measure has been 
taken because trading vessels are in the habit of supplying them- 
selves with provisions heavily taxed in Italy, such as alcohol, 
tobacco, coffee, sugar, ete.,in the ports of Trieste, Fiume, and 
Malta, where clearance papers are not delivered, 


SWITZERLAND. 
Classification of Articles in Customs Tariff: 


Note.—Quintal = 220°4 lbs. avoirdupois, France = 9,5,d. 

The following decisions affecting the classification of articles 
in the Swiss Customs Tariff have been given by the Swiss 
Customs authorities during the month of August last :— 

Bitter essence, with or without labels, attributing to it medicinal 
properties.—Categories 11 and 12. Duties, from 40 franes to 
100 franes per quintal. 

“ Krankenheil ” water, in original flasks.—Category 12. Duty, 
100 franes per quintal. 

Pieces of sheet-iron, rings, &c., less than 25 centimetres wide, 
cut or stamped for any particular use.—Category 130, Duty, 
7 francs per quintal. 
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Peas, preserved in butter.—Categories 213 and 214, Duties, 
from 7 francs to 16 francs per quintal. 

Malt syrup—Category 244. Duty, 7 francs 50 « per 
quintal. 

Paper with tissue intercalated, composed of a tissue upon the 
two faces of which a layer of paper has been gummed or pressed, 
—Category 274. Duty, 10 franes per quintal, 


GREECE. 


Regulations respecting Presentation of Ships’ Manifests, 


A communication, dated the 27th September last, has been 
received from the Greek Consul-General in London, enclosing 
translation of new regulations respecting the presentation of 
ships’ manifests in Greek ports. The following is a copy of the 
translation in question :— 

Clause I. Any captain of a steamer or sailing vessel under 
any flag whatsoever intending to enter in or touch at a Greek 
port is bound to deliver a manifest of his cargo to the Greek 
Consular authority of the port where he received the goods on 
his ship, and to attach the bills of lading on the manifest. If the 
cargo has been taken from more than one port he is bound to 
make mention of the goods taken at the preceding ports in the 
manifest delivered at the second port. ‘The manifest shall be 
drawn up on the basis of the bill of lading. 

Should the cargo belong to the captain, the manifest shall state 
the details of the import declaration, viz., the kind and the 
quantity of the goods, in accordance with the divisions of the 
customs tariff; but with regard to goods laden loose, in bulk, or 
in pile, the term “ approximately ” shall hold good. 

Clause II. The consular authority is bound to forward by 
first mail to the Ministry of Finance the original manifest 
together with certified copies of the bill of lading, in accordance 
with the preceding clause; and also to deliver to the captain a 
certified copy of the manifest together with the original bill of 
lading under sealed cover, in order that he may hand them over, 
against receipt, to the sanitary authority at the place of his destina- 
tion, together with the bill of health and the import manifest, in 
accordance with clause 13 of the Customs Regulations, and this 
before any pratique is granted. The sanitary authority is bound 
on the other hand to forward immediately the contents of the 
cover to the Customs authorities. 

The copies of the manifest and of the bills of lading are not 
subject to any stamp duty. 

Clause III. The captain is bound to state in the manifest 
required by Clause 1 the goods which might be consigned te ports 
of foreign states, 
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. Clause IV. The Custom House officer, upon receiving the 

manifest and bill-of lading sent by the consular authority, is 

bound to attach both to the import manifest required by Clause 13 

+i the Customs Regulations, or to the extract of same held by 
im. 

Clause V. In case of Joss of the cover delivered to the captain 
by the consular authority, a fine not exceeding 100 dr. is imposed 
upon him by the Customs officer. The above fine will be five 
times as much in case of his having omitted to hand over a mani- 
fest to the consular authority, also in case of a difference 
having been proved as existing between the manifest handed to 
the consular authority and the import manifest required by 
Clause 13, such difference causing a loss to the Treasury from 
import duty and exceeding 100 dr. The fine will be treble in 
case the captain omits to state in the manifest the goods consigned 
to a foreign country, or if he shall not testify by his declaration 
before the sanitary authority that notwithstanding his destination 
for a foreign country he has been compelled by force majeure to 
enter a Greek port, and if the truth of such an argument be not 
sufficiently established by written evidence of the chief of the 
port authorities. 

Any captain who, according to the manifest handed to the 
consular authority had his cargo consigned to a Greek port, does 
not give a sufficient justification for his having landed the whole 
or part of his cargo at a foreign port, shall be subject to the duty 
increased by four times, if such duty can be ascertained from the 
manifest handed to the consular authority, otherwise he shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding 200 dr. for every missing case, 
bundle, &e. 

The appeal against the Custom House officer’s decision can take 
place within 30 days, and such appeal is tried by the Judicial 
Council for the trial of appeals on Customs violations. 

Clause VI. The obligation of the captain to deliver a manifest 
to the Greek Consular Authority as required by Clause I. of the 
present law shall begin from the 1st (13th) October 1887. 

The captains of steamers having a fixed itinerary in ac- 
cordance with the existing postal conventions shall not be subject 
to the obligation imposed by the said Clause I. 


PorTUGAL.— MOZAMBIQUE. 
Storage Dues at Lourengo Marques Custom House. 


The following decree, dated the 15th September Jast, respecting 
storage dues at I.ourengo Marques Custom House, has been issued 
by the Portuguese Government :— 

Article 1. The rules laid down in the Ist section of the 2nd 
chapter of the Preliminary Regulations of the Customs Tariff put 
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in force on the 30th of July 1887, are maintained as. regards 
merchandise either stored in the Custom House at Lourengo 
Marques, or else at sea on its way to that Custom House, at the 
date of the publication of this decree there. 

Article 2. With the exception mentioned in Article 1, it is 
obligatory, in general, to clear, within the period of 30 days, any 
merchandise imported int» the Lourengo Marques Custom House, 
and entitled in virtue of the Customs Tariff above mentioned to 
storage gratis during six months. 

All merchandise not cleared within the aforesaid 30 days shall 
be liable, proportionally, to the storage dues for every month or 
fraction of the month at the following rates :— 

Liry goods, 200 reis per 100 kilogrammes (10°66d.).* 
Liquids, 50 reis per decalitre (2°66d.).+ 

National or nationalised merchandise shall respectively pay 50 
per cent. of the aforesaid storage dues. 

Article 3. Animporter who may prefer, instead of the obligatory 
clearance of merchandise within the period of 30 days, to avail 
himself of the permission accorded in the 34th article of the 
Preliminary Regulations of the Customs Tariff of July 30, 1877, 
may deposit the said merchandise in private stores under the fiscal 
supervision of the Lourengo Marques Custom House, on pay- 
ment of one only storage rate, either of 5 or 3 per cent., on the 
total amount of duty, reckoned, as the case may be, on either 
foreign or on national or nationalised merchandise. 

Article. 4. The maximum period of two years for storage as 
allowed, in virtue of the 37th article of the Preliminary Regula- 
tions of the aforesaid Tariff, is reduced to 12 months only as 
regards the Lourengo Marques Custom House. 


AUSTRIA. 


Partial Removal of the Prohibition imposed on the Export of 
Horses from Bosnia and Herzegovina, 


A despatch, dated the 5th September last, has been received 
from the Right Hon. Sir A. B. Paget, Her Majesty’s Ambassador 
at Vienna, enclosing copy and translation of an ordinance which 
was published in the Official Gazette of the previous day, partially 
removing the prohibition imposed on the export of horses from 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. The following is a translation of the 
ordinance in question :--— 

The export of horses of all kinds from Bosnia and the Herze- 
govina can take place through the same frontier custom houses 
and under the same conditions as those prescribed in the Order of 
July 11th 1887, regarding the modified removal of the export of 
horses from other parts of the Empire. 


* 1 kilogramme = 2° 204 Ibs. t 1 decalitre=2°2 gallons. 
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The export of horses can in addition take place through the 
following custom houses of Bosnia and the Herzegovina ; Zwornik, 
Vardista (near Visegrad) and Cajnica (Metalka Sattel). At these 
three stations Commissioners will be placed to examine and 
register the number and quality of horses exported. 

This Order comes into force on the 5th September 1887. 

The Ordinance of the 11th July last, referred to above, relating 
to the partial withdrawal of the prohibition of the export of 
horses from Austria-Hungary, was as follows :— 

I. The export of horses of all kinds is permitted through the 
following frontier customs stations : 

(a.) In the kingdoms and territories represented in the 
Reichsrath, through Passau, Simbach, Brannau, Salzburg, 
Kuffstein, Bregenz (Lindau), St. Margarethen, Ala, 
Pontafel, Cormons, Brazzano, Visco, Straffoldo, Trieste, 
Spalato, Bodenbach, Tetschen, Liebau, Oderberg, 
Oswiuim, Sczakowa, Podwolozyska, Itzkany. 

(.) In the territories belonging to the Crown of Hungary, 
through Fiume, Semlin, Orsova, Kronstadt. 

Commissioners will be appointed at the above-named customs 
stations to inspect and classify the horses which arrive for ex- 
portation, with reference to the number and quality of the same. 

II. The export of horses through customs stations other than 
those mentioned under Article I. is only permitted in the following 
cases, and under the following conditions :— 

1. Racehorses and thoroughbred horses, certified as such by 
the jockey clubs in Vienna, Buda-Pest, and Ocdenburg, 
can pass through all stations without hindrance. 

2, Horses of all kinds used for commercial and industrial 
purposes, and for travelling in the frontier district, and 
also when moving to grazing situated outside the frontier 
can be exported through all customs stations by persons 
considered reliable in the sense of the Customs Regulations, 
but under the guarantee that they will be re-imported 
within a fixed period. 

3. Horses which have entered the frontier districts from abroad 
for industrial and commercial purposes or have been 
brought to home markets under the system of registry can 
be passed out at the customs stations at which they 
entered without hindrance, on their identity being 
ascertained. 

4, Horses which may be exported abroad for other temporary 
employment may be allowed to pass out of the customs 
jurisdiction on the permission of the Finance Authority of 
First Instance through the customs station specially men- 
tioned in the registration certificate, under guarantee of 
their re-entry within a specified time, 
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TURKEY, 


Importation of Cereals into Bagdad. 


According to the Moniteur Belge of the 4th September last, 
cereals imported into the province of Bagdad, either by sea or by 
river, will continue to be admitted free of duty until the end of 
May next. 


UnitEp STATES AND SPAIN. 


Treaty abolishing all discriminating Duties on Vessels and Goods. 


The following memorandum of agreement between the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America and the Government of 
Spain, for the reciprocal and complete suspension of all dis- 
criminating duties of tonnage or imposts in the United States and 
the islands of Cuba and Porto Rico, and all other countries 
belonging to the Crown of Spain, upon vessels of the respective 
countries and their cargoes, was signed at Washington on the 
21st September last :— 

I. It is positively agreed that from this date an absolute 
equalisation of tonnage dues and imposts shall at once be applied 
to the production of, or articles proceeding from, the United States 
or any other foreign country, when carried in vessels belonging to 
citizens of the United States and under the American flag, to the 
Islands of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippines, and also to all 
other countries belonging to the Crown of Spain, and that no 
higher or other tonnage dues or imposts shall be levied upon said 
vessels and the goods carried in them, as aforesaid, than are paid 
by Spanish vessels and their cargoes under similar circumstances. 

ITI. On the above conditions, the President of the United States 
shall at once issue a proclamation declaring that discriminating 
tonnage dues and imposts in the United States are suspended and 
discontinued as regards Spanish vessels and products, manufac- 
tures, or merchandise imported into the United States, proceeding 
from Spain, from the aforesaid possessions, and from the Philippine 
Islands ; and also from all other countries belonging to the Crown 
of Spain or from any foreign country. This protocol of an agree- 
ment is offered by the Government of Spain and accepted by that 
of the United States as a full and satisfactory notification of the 
facts above recited. 

IIT. The United States Minister at Madrid will be authorised 
to negotiate with the Minister of Foreign Affairs, either by an 
agreement or treaty, so as to place the commercial relations 
between the United States and Spain on a permanent footing, 
advantageous to both countries, 
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UNITED SratTEs. 


Customs Decisions. 


The following decisions affecting the classification of articles in 
the Customs Tariff, and the application of the Customs law of the 
United States, were given by the United States Government 
during the month of September last :-— 

Earthenware mugs which are decorated with letters or other- 
wise, and which are clearly intended for use other than as toys, 
are held to be dutiable at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem, 
under the provision in section 125, for “earthen, stone, and 
“ crockery ware, painted, printed, or gilded, or otherwise deco- 
“ rated or ornamented in any manner.” 

Sugar known as “ cube sugar,” refined in the United States 
from imported raw sugars, is held upon exportation to be entitled 
to the rate of drawback prescribed by the existing instructions of 
the Treasury Department as to “ refined loaf, cut-loaf, crushed, 
granulated, and powdered sugar,” viz., 2;5°, cents per pound, less 
the legal retention of 1 per cent. 

Where entries of imported merchandise have been reliquidated, 
under instructions of the Treasury Department, with regard to 
certain particular items or to particular questions of adjustment of 
duties, such reliquidation is ineffective as to questions which are 
not affected or raised by the protest and appeal under which the 
instructions of the Department were issued; in other words, 
where the adjustment of duties in any particular is not affected 
by the reliquidation of the entry, protest filed after such reliqui- 
dation as to questions not affected thereby cannot be recognised 
as valid. 

Drawback on binder-twine exported from the United States 
cannot be allowed in the absence of the export entry of the 
manufactured article, as required by the regulations of the Trea- 
sury Department. 

It is held that the provision of section 2491 of the Revised 
Statutes, which prohibits the importation of articles of an obscene 
character, does not extend to an article which is known as a “ faro- 
box and lay-out.” 

Cream which has not been subjected to any process of manu- 
facture is held to be dutiable at the rate of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem, under the provision of section 2513 of the Revised 
Statutes as contained in the Act of March 3, 1883, for “all raw 
or unmanufactured articles.” In this case the separation of 
the cream from the milk is held not to constitute a process of 
manufacture. 

Certain glazed earthenware tiles, the glazing of which has been 
tinted by the use of certain oxides, which are added to the glazing 
mixture in which the biscuit tiles are dipped, are held to be 
dutiable under the provisions in section 127, for “ail other earthen, 
stone, and crockery ware, white, glazed, or edged,” without regard 
to the colour of the glazing, provided, of course, the tiles are not 
otherwise ornamented or decorated. 
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An article called “agar agar,” which upon investigation is 
found to be a substance prepared in China, Japan, and the East 
Indies, for food and for sizing, from various sea-weeds of the 
Alge species, and made into different forms to meet the require- 
ments of the market, and which is known as Chinese gelatine or 
“ jsinglass,” is held to be not free of duty, section 636. 

A claim for the informer’s share in the case of a mitigated fine 
imposed on the steamer “Hamilton” was rejected, inasmuch as, 
under the existing statute, there is no provision for the payment 
of an informer’s share by the Secretary of the Treasury under the 
statute by virtue of which such fine was imposed. 

Tin cans containing domestic salmon which were exported and 

returned are held to be liable to duty under the Act of 
February 8, 1875, section 281a, which prescribes as follows :—. 
“ Cans or packages made of tin or other material containing fish of 
* any kind admitted free of duty under any existing law or 
* treaty, not exceeding one quart in contents, shall be subject to 
“ a duty of one cent and a half on each can or package; and 
* when exceeding one quart, shall be subject to an additional 
** duty of one cent and a half for each additional quart or 
fractional part thereof.” 
Collectors of Customs are authorised, whenever in their judg- 
ment the revenue will not be injured by so doing, to waive 
examination of all importations of specie and bullion, without 
regard to value, 

Certain so-called “sliped” wool, which is ascertained to consist 
of “ cross-bred lamb’s wool,”—that is, coming from sheep which 
are a cross between English and Merino blood,—is held to be in 
a condition not advanced beyond washed wool, and, conse- 
quently, is liable to the duty imposed by law on wools of that 
class. 

Certain umbers, ochres, and siennas in tubes ready for painters’ 
use were the subject of a suit lately brought in the United States 
Circuit Court for the northern district of Illinois, and, upon trial, 
it was decided by the court that such merchandise was liable to 
duty at the rate of 14 cents per pound, under the provision 
in section 89, for “ochre and earths, umber and umber 
earths, and sienna and sienna earths, when ground in oil,” and 
the ‘Treasury Department, by advice of the Attorney-General, 
acquiesced in said decision of the court. Collectors of Customs 
will hereafter classify such merchandise accordingly, and decisions 
5951 and 8039 are revoked, 

Where wools are purchased in a foreign country by regular 
commission merchants at the order of merchants in the United 
States, which purchase was made by the commission merchants in 
the due and ordinary course of their business, the invoices there- 
for may be declared by the said commission merchants, who, in 
the opinion of the department, are, under such circumstances, the 
shippers of the wool, and as such entitled under the law to declare 
to the invoices before the United States consular officers.

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Importers of tropical fruits may obtain permits for the landing 
of such fruit before the arrival of the importing vessel, upon 
filing affidavits with the collector specifying the expected arrival 
ard statements of the approximate quantities of the fruit, and 
depositing with him a sum sufficiently large to secure the duties 
on the merchandise, such permits to be issued zonditioned for the 
landing of the fruit, subject to due entry immediately after 
arrival of the vessel. 


COLOMBIA. 


New Regulations for Commerce of the Free Ports. 


The following is extracted from the translation of a note 
received by Mr. W. J. Dickson, Her Majesty’s Minister at 
Bogota, from the Colombian Government, respecting the new 
regulations for commerce of the free ports:— 

* The Law 107 of this year declares that articles of commerce 
imported into the free ports of the Republic shall, so far as 
concerns the presentation of consular invoices, be subject to the 
provisions of the National Fiscal Code, which deal with those 
ports where Custom House duty is payable; and Law 109, also 
of this year, authorises the Government to introduce into the 
revenue service such modifications as the public service and the 
safety of the national revenue require. In virtue of such autho- 
risation the Ministry of the Treasury has, on the 8th of this 
month (August), issued the Executive Decree, No. 521, for the 
regulation of the commerce of the free ports.” 

The following is a copy of the translation of the Executive 
Decree, No. 521, of the 8th August last :— 

Art. 1. Shippers of foreign merchandise from abroad, intended 
for consumption in the free ports of the Republic, shall present 
to the chief revenue officer of the port the proper consular 
invoices, certified as directed by Art. 2 of Law 107 of this year, 
within 48 hours from the time when the authorities shall have 
iven permission for the discharge of the merchandise. 

Art. 2. The invoices mentioned in the preceding article shall 
be compared by the chief revenue officer with the copies of the 
ships’ manifests, which the consignees of the ships whose dis- 
charge is permitted must present, by virtue of the provisions of 
Art. 3 of Decree No. 638 of 1883; and if upon comparing them 
there appear to be discrepancies between the two documents, the 
said official shall make the inquiries necessary to ascertain the 
reason of such discrepancies, noting the result at the foot of 
the ship’s manifest and of the invoice. 

Art. 3. The chief revenue officers of the free ports shall them- 
selves, or by agents specially appointed for that purpose, inspect 
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the discharging of the ships, and whilst the operation is pro- 
ceeding shall verify the packages discharged, according to their 
class, numbers, and marks; but, as a general rule, they shall do 
this in such a manner as to cause the least possible delay in the 
forwarding of the merchandise to the stores to which it is 
addressed. 

The register in which the discharged packages are noted 
shall serve for the verification of the agreement between the 
invoices and the ship’s manifest, and if it should appear that 
they do not agree, the chief revenue officer shall proceed as 
directed by Art. 2 of this Decree. 

Art. 4. Whenever there is entire conformity between the ship’s 
manifest and the invoices, the chief revenue officer shall certify 
the same at the foot of the invoices and return them to the party 
interested. 

Art. 5. When the chief revenue officer suspects that mer- 
chandise has been introduced without the presentation of the 
certified invoices mentioned in Art. 2 of Law 107 of this year, 
already cited, he shall proceed as directed by Arts. 125 and 126 
of the Fiscal Code. For this purpose he shall demand that the 
respective invoices be presented, with the notes as to their 
correctness mentioned in the preceding article. He shall examine 
the packages by their marks and other external indications, and 
open them if it is not possible in any other way to make certain 
of their identity with those mentioned in the invoices. 

Art. 6. For failure to present an invoice for one or more 
packages (forming part of a cargo), although these may have the 
same marks as others imported with them, a fine shall be incurred 
equal to double the amount of the consular fees payable for cer- 
tifying such document; and for deficiency or incorrectness of 
the details stated in the invoice concerning any packages, the fine 
shall be equal to fifty per cent. of such consular fees. 

Art. 7. In case the importer of merchandise shall not present 
the required invoices, in the form prescribed by Law 107 of this 
year, they shall pay a fine equal to four times the amount fixed 
as the consular fees for certifying such invoices, and the cargo 
shall be opened by the proper official, to ascertain that it contains 
no prohibited articles, 

Art. 8. The product of the fines shall be paid into the 
office of the port, on notice being given by the inspector, who 
shall inform the Government of the Department and the General 
Exchequer Office of the matter. 

Art. 9. The interested party shall be able to appeal against the 
imposition of the said fines in writing, and within six days, to the 
governor of the Department, who shall demand from the revenue 
officer a report of the matter, together with all documents neces- 
sary for full knowledge of the case, and shall give his decision 
definitively, in his capacity as the agent of the executive power. 

Art. 10. For the purposes of this Decree, the consuls of the 
Republic shall send to the chief revenue officer of the port to 
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which any cargo is. shipped, a copy of the certified invoice, in 
accordance with the provisions of Art. 48 of the Fiscal Code. 

Art. 11. In any case in which an official shall have good 
grounds for suspecting that in any package or packages subject to 
the formalities mentioned in this Decree, there is merchandise of 
a prohibited nature, or of a sort different to that declared in the 
invoice, he shall epen and examine them. 

Art. 12. Immediately that any prohibited merchandise is found 
in any packages, notice must be given to the governor of the 
Department, to the judicial authorities, and to the agent of the 
Government Law Officers, in order that the proper person or persons 
may be held responsible, according to the laws, and to this present 
Decree ; and the merchandise shall be kept. in deposit to await 
the orders which the said governor may give in the matter. 

Art. 13. With respect to goods passing over the Isthmus of 
Panama on their way to the Colombian custom houses on the 
Pacific, or which arrive at the port of Colon, not to be discharged 
there, but to be forwarded to the custom houses on the Atlantic, 
the provisions now in force shall continue to be observed. 
Importers should, therefore, present the invoices at those custom 
houses; and there also the consulates should send the sealed 
packets containing copies of the ships’ manifests and the invoices 
mentioned in the first part of Art. 48 of the Fiseal Code. 

Art. 14. In order to carry out the provisions of the preceding 
articles, the respective officials must take into consideration the 
copies of the ships’ manifests, which the captains of ships ought 
to present, and also what appears on the face of the invoice 
concerning the intended destination of the merchandise, and all 
other circumstances affecting the matter; but without prejudice 
to the right of the said officials to interfere, in case they suspect 
any infraction of rules, in conformity with the provisions of the 
hefore-mentioned articles. 

Art, 15. The formalities affecting the trade from the free ports 
to the other ports of the Republic shall be the same as have been 
in force hitherto, according to the Fiscal Code, and according to 
the before-mentioned decree and the other legislative and 
executive provisions concerning the matter. 

Art. 16. The inspectors of the free ports shall keep copies of 


the invoices sent by the consuls in accordance with Arts. 48 of 


the Fiscal Code and 10 of this Decree, and the registers of the 
unlading of ships, &c., &c., for the purpose of supplying statistics, 
in conformity with Art. 34 of Decree No. 630 before mentioned ; 
and if they do not receive such copies in due time they shall 
demand them without delay. 

Art. 17. This Decree shall come into force in the free ports on 
September 21st next.

Customs Decisions. 


According to the Mouniteur Belge for the 28th September iast, 
a decree, dated the 27th July, has been issued by the Chilian 
Finance Minister, classifying dynamite among the materials of 
war enumerated in Section 4 of Article LI., of the Customs Ordon- 
nance, which is worded as follows :— 

The importation of the following articles is prohibited : Powder 
(except for mining ‘purposes), side and fire-arms and all war 
materials, which can only be imported at the port of Valparaiso, 
with a special permission of the Head of the Province having the 
privilege of granting or refusing, unless otherwise advised by the 
Government. 


Importation of Compressed Peat. 
According to the Moniteur Belge of the 2nd September last, 


compressed peat will in future be included in the Chilian Customs

Modifications in Customs Tariff. 


A despatch, dated the 12th September last, has been received 
from the Secretary of State for the Colonies, transmitting a copy 
of the new Customs tariff now in force in the Colony of Ceylon. 

The only alteration in the tariff is in respect of the official 
rating of cotton goods (for ad valorem duty), changed by pro- 
clamation of 30th April last as under :— 

The official “assessed value” of grey shirtings, madapolams, 
cambrics,.and jaconets is lowered from 65 cts. to 55 cts. per Ib. ; 
of grey domestics, long cloths, sheetings, and tea cloths from 
55 ets. to 45 cts. per lb.; of grey mule twist, Nos. 30 to 60, from 
55 ets. to 45 cts. per lb.; of Turkey red yarn, grey weight, 
from 1°40 Rs. te 90 ects.; and of other colours from 75 cts. to 
55 cts. 


VICTORIA. 


Modifications in Customs Duties. 


A despatch, dated the 19th August last, has been received 
from Mr. E. J. Thomas, transmitting, by direction of the Premier 
of Victoria, copies of a resolution passed by the Legislative 
Assembly, modifying the Customs duties payable on timber and

100. All other timber under 7 inches x 24 inches not otherwise 
enumerated (excepting Kauri, Cedar, and Blackwood undressed 
timber, and American white pine, California red wood and sugar 
pine, 1 inch and over, undressed, which shall be free), per 100 ft. 
super., 2s. 6d. 

Timber formerly paid duty as follows:—dressed or planed, 
1s. 6d. per 100 ft. super.; laths, 1s. per 1,000; doors, wooden, 5s. 
each. 

Sugar, the produce of sugar cane, 3s. 6d. per ewt.; the preduce 
of sugar cane, bonded on and after the 27th day of July 1887, 
and refined in Victoria in a bonded warehouse under regulations 
to be framed by the Governor in Council, 2s, 6d. per ewt.; the 
produce of beet root, and all other sugar, 6s. per ewt. 

Sugar formerly paid a duty of 3s. per cwt. 
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V.—CUSTOMS TARIFF OF FRENCH INDO-CHINESE 
POSSESSIONS. 


With reference to the notification which appeared at page 15 of 
the July number of the Journal, a despatch, dated the 10th 
September last, has been received from Mr. E. H. Egerton, Her 
Majesty’s Chargé d’ Affaires at Paris, enclosing copy of a decree 
dated the 8th September, establishing in the French Indo-Chinese 
possessions the General Tariff of France, with certain regulations 
embodied in the decree and with the modifications specified in 
the tables annexed to it. The following is a translation of the 
decree in question : - 


1. The French General Customs Tariff is applied in French 
Cochin-China and in the protected countries of Tonquin, Annam, 
and Cambodia, with the following modifications. 


2. The duties leviable are those given in the column of the 
General Tariff, headed “ Products of extra-European origin im- 
ported directly from any country out of Europe,” except in 
respect of those articles enumerated in the annexed table, and 
subject to special duties. 


3. Articles imported from France, Algeria, and those French 
Colonies subject to the General Customs Tariff under conditions 
analogous to those adopted for Indo-China, are not subject to any 
tax, provided that they are carried directly and by the same ship 
from the port of embarkation in France, in Algeria, or the 
Colonies to any port in Indo-China. 

A further decree of the President of the Republic will deter- 
mine the Colonies assimilated to the muther country with respect 
to imports into Indo-China. 


” 4. Articles imported from a French Colony not subject to 
the General Customs Tariff do not pay any duty, on the following 
conditions :— 

First, having been carried directly, and by the same vessel, 
from the ports of embarkation in the Colony to any port in Indo- 
China. 

Second, being accompanied by a certificate delivered by the 
Colonial authorities in the forms prescribed for the exportation of 
similar produce from F’rance, and attesting that the merchandise is 
of Colonial origin, 


5. In the cases mentioned in Articles 3 and 4, the transport 
is considered as effected by the same vessel if the merchandise is 
transported from one steam vessel to any other steam vessel 
belonging to the same regular line. 
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6. Articles dutiable at a rate higher than that of the General 
Tariff, pay the duties provided by the Special Tariff less the 
amount which they would have paid i in France, Algeria, or in the 
assimilated colonies. 


7. Foreign produce exported from entrepots in France, Algeria, 
and the Colonies is considered as imported from abroad. 


8 A rebate of 80 per cent. is allowed upon import duties 
for foreign merchandise carried in transit through French Indo- 
China. "The mode of collecting transit dues is regulated by 
decree of the Resident-General as far as concerns Annem and 
Tonguin, and by order given by the Governor of Cochin China, 
in conjunction with the Resident-General of Cambodia, as far as 
concerns Cochin-China and Cambodia. 


9. Foreign produce landed at Saigon, Quinhone, Tourane, 
Hai- Phong, Quang-Yeu, and Hong-gay may be admitted to the 
advantages of the entrepot in the localities approved by the 
Customs. 

‘The warehousing of goods is only authorised for quantities 
paying 2 minimum duty of 150 francs on importation, or of 
50 frances on exportation. 

Decrees of the Governor or of the Resident-General, as the 
case may be, will determine the guarantees required of bonders. 
The period during which goods may remain in entrepdt cannot 
exceed one year. 

Entrepots can be established by the local administration. The 
management of these may be provided for by future decrees, 
and, provisionally, by the Governor and Resident-General.

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With reference to the recent Indo-Chinese Tariff Legislation, 
a writer in the Journal des Debats, wnder the initials G.M., in the 
issue of the 7th August last, says :— 

«The effects of the projected decree will not be of a nature to 
restore confidence to those of our merchants and traders who 
were counting upon a relaxation of the draconian regime introduced 
by the law of the 26th February last. The application of this 
law has already produced the most disastrous effects ; many 
vessels bound for Tonquin have preferred to turn back and take 
their cargo elsewhere, rather than pay the heavy duties to 
which they would have been subjected. All the letters we have 
received from correspondents in Tonquin testify to a feeling 
of deep despondency and to serious apprehension for the future. 
We cannot say that weare surprised at this, and we have waited until 
the present to point out the lamentable consequences of a provision 
insufficiently studied and thoughtlessly voted. On the day follow- 
ing the passing of this unfortunate measure we confidently pre- 
dicted that the application of the General Tariff would inevitably 
arrest the commercial current which had set in from Europe to 
Tonquin, and from Tonquin into China. Events have soon proved 
that we were right, and we do not hesitate to say that the decree 
of yesterday will make the situation worse. 

** All the mischief arises from the fact that neither the Chamber, 
nor the Government, nor the State Council have ever really 
desired to see the commercial condition of Tonquin such as it is, 
and that they are invariably guided by sentimental considerations. 
They have only seen in the possession of Tonquin the means of 
creating exclusive markets in favour of national labour without 
suspecting that in reserving Tonquin to French produce only, 
they jeopardise the commercial future of the natives of this Colony. 
The opinion is far from universally shared that a Colony acquired 
by French arms should be closed to foreigners and to foreign 
produce ; and that only those who have assisted in acquiring 
the territory should be benefited. ‘It is very true that at 
the present time the great majority of the products imported 
into Tonquin come from foreign manufactories. But these pro- 
ducts are manipulated, commissioned, sold, or exchanged by 
French merchants who, since the conquest of Tonquin, have 
established commercial houses there, and who, it is certain, have 
prospered to an extent far beyond their expectations. To shut 
out foreign goods from Tonquin would be to ruin the business 
houses dealing in them. But, remarks the advocate of protection, 
we would substitute French produce for foreign merchandise. A 
similar substitution, however, is not effected in a day; a long 
period is required in order to change the tastes and habits of a 
people. To-day, many of our products, in spite of the superiority 
of their manufacture, do not sell in the extreme East, on account 
of their relatively high price. Our manufacturers have to be 
re-educated in this respect. They should be thus actively 
employed, and soon they will know how to offer, for Asiatic 
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consumption, products at a reasonable price. It is only a question 
of time and patience. Meanwhile, it is madness to ruin our Indo- ~ 
Chinese trade under the pretext that foreign products hold too 
prominent a place there. We hope that the Government will not 
persevere in their mistaken course, and that they will devote 
some further consideration to this question before arriving at a 
final conclusion.” 

With reference to the above, Mr. E. H. Egerton, Her Majesty s 
Secretary of Embassy at Paris, in a despatch, dated the 28th 
September last, encloses an extract from the Journal Officiel of 
the same date, containing copy of a circular addressed by the 
Under-Secretary of State for Marine and Colonies to the Presi- 
dents of French Chambers of Commerce, &c. 

In the circular the Under-Secretary explains the provisions of 
the new tariff for the Indo-Chinese dependencies of France, and 
asks fer their observations upon it.

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VIIL—EXTRACTS FROM DIPLOMATIC AND 
CONSULAR REPORTS. 


PROTECTION OF THE EARNINGS OF CLERKS AND WORKMEN 
IN BELGIUM. 


With reference to the notification that appeared on pages 529-30 
of the June number of the Journal respecting a projet de loi of the 
Belgian Government dealing with the question of the protection 
of the earnings of clerks and workmen in Belgium, a despatch on 
the same subject, dated the 3lst August last, has been received 
from Lord Vivian, Her Majesty’s Minister at Brussels, from which 
the following is an extract :— 

“ A law was published in yesterday’s Moniteur Belge providing 
for the protection of a portion of the wages of workmen and of 
the salaries of certain classes of clerks and servants from seizure, 
distraint, or voluntary cession. 

« By Article I. workmen and servanis may not pledge more 
than two-fifths of their wages, while one-fifth thereof is 
eh from distraint, all stipulations to the contrary being 
void. 

“By Article II. these limitations are extended to the cases of 
clerks employed by private companies, merchants, and others, or 
in public offices, provided their salaries do not exceed 1,200 francs 
(48/.) a year. 

“ Article III. provided that the above limitations of distraint or 
cession are not to apply to proceedings taken to enforce the 
obligations of parents towards their children; of children towards 
their parents and grandparents; and of husbands towards their 
wives, as laid down in Articles 203, 205, and 214 of the Civil 
Code. 

“This measure has been discussed at great length in both 
Houses during the past session ; serious doubts have been raised 
as to the expediency of limiting a person’s right to dispose at 
will of his own property. The Bill was denounced by the Liberal 
Opposition, aud its opponents asserted that the credit of the work- 
man would be scriously impaired if he were no longer able to: 
procure the necessaries of life by pledging his wages. 

“Qn the other hand, the supporters of the Bill urged that it 
was absolutely necessary to guarantee to each workman sufficient

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ACCESSION OF WocuRTEMBERG TO GERMAN Spirit UNION. 


A despatch, dated the 22nd September last, has been received 
from Sir H. Barron, Her Majesty’s Minister at Stuttgart 
respecting the accession of Wurtemberg to the German Union for 
the taxation of spirits. The following is an ‘extract from the 
despatch in question :— 

“ The Chambers were convoked on the 13th instant (September), 
for the sole purpose of deliberating on the accession of Wurtem- 
berg to the New German law for the taxation of spirits. 

“The Imperial Constitution reserves to Bavaria, Wurtemberg, 
and Baden the privilege of regulating their own spirit and beer 
duties. These three Governments have therefore deemed it 
necessary to consult their Parliaments before surrendering this 
privilege. 

“In the Chamber of Deputies the Bill was referred to a special 
committee, and carefully examined in its political and financial 
bearings. 

*‘The interests of the small and of the so-called agricultural 
distillers are fully protected by the new law, so as to enable them to 
compete with the great potato distillers of Northern Germany. 
The new law also gives a great privilege, amounting to a quasi 
monopoly, to the existing distilleries, by levying a heavier rate of 
taxation on all distilleries to be created hereafter. The distillers 
of Wurtemberg have therefore readily accepted the proposed new 
régime. 

“© The financial interests of the State have been also fully safe- 
guarded. The quota accruing to Wurtemberg from the New 
German Spirit Revenue will largely exceed the revenue hitherto 
derived from spirits in a different shape, thus dispensing with an 
increase of the matricular contribution, which would otherwise 
have been inevitable. The future net revenue from spirits 
[estimated by some at one hundred and fourteen million five 
hundred and fifty thousand marks] is to be divided among the 
States in proportion to their population. This again constitutes 
a distinct favour to South Germany, where the average con- 
sumption of spirits is notoriously much inferior to that of the 
North. 

‘Tt is estimated that the rew régime will enhance the price of 
td spirit by about seventy marks per hectalitre (3s. 1d.) per 
gallon. 

“The Bill was not, however, opposed on this ground, but on 
account of the further surrender of Wurtemberg autonomy, which 
it would entail. It was, however, passed by 64 to 19 votes in the 
err of Deputies, and unanimously by the Chamber of 

eers. 

“It consists of the following single article — 

“The kingdom of Wurtemberg enters into the union for the 
taxation of spirits [Brandweinstener-gemeinschaft] in accordance 
with the prescriptions of section 47 of the Imperial Law of 
24 June 1887.”

One valuable provision of the new law is that which enacts 
that all spirits must be rectified [7.e., freed from fusel oil] before 
being sold for consumption. 

The increased duty on spirits of course involves an increased 
drawback, and presumably an increased bounty on export. This 
is an additional favour granted to those distillers who work for 
exportation. For this reason British distillers must be prepared 
for a still more active German competition on the European and 
African markets than heretofore.” 


TENDERS FOR THE COMPLETION OF Horta HarBour Works. 


A despatch, dated the 10th September last, has been received 
from Mr. M. de Bunsen, Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires at 
Lisbon, enclosing copies of the Official Journal of the previous 
evening, in which is published a Royal Decree, dated the Ist Sep- 
tember, putting up to public competition, in accordance with 
the law of July 21st last, the contract for the completion of 
the artificial harbour works at the Port of Horta, in the Island of 
Fayal, in the Azores. Mr. Bunsen says :— 

“The period during which tenders may be sent in, according to 
the form specified in the decree, is one of 90 days ending on the 
5th of December next at 2 p.m., on which day the tenders will be 
opened at the Department of Public Works in Lisbon. 

“ The basis price of tenders for the contract is 1,100,000,000 
reis (244,000/.), but no tender will be received unless the sender 
shall have previously deposited the sum of 55,000,000 reis 
(12,2002), either in cash or in Portuguese stock of the same value. 

“Detailed specifications and plans of the works, as well as 
other documents, may be examined both at Lisbon and at Horta. 

“ Annexed to the decree is the schedule of the technical and 
general conditions concerning the mode of carrying out the 
contract. 

“ The contractor is bound to commence the works within 40 
days from the date of the signature of the contract, and, within 
the term of five years from the same date, the whole of the 
works must be concluded.”

PiLotace Case Norweeran Courts. 
A report, dated the 30th September last, has been received 
from Mr. T. Michell, Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Christiania, 


concerning a recent pilotage case tried in the Norwegian courts. 
Mr, Michell says :— 

_ “On the 27th instant (September) the High Court of Justice 
in this city gave judgment on appeal in a typical pilotage case of 
considerable importance. 
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“‘The master of a Danish steamer, bound from Scotland to 
Christiania, had refused to accept the services of the pilot who had 
been the first to hail that vessel off Ulvdsund, one or two nautical 
miles east of Oxé light in the Christiania Fiord, but later shipped 
another pilot at Foerder Light, and paid him the usual rate for 
piloting the steamer to Drébak from Feerder. 

“The court decided that the master of the ‘ Gerda’ had no 
right to decline the assistance of the first pilot, whose remunera- 
tion would all the same have been reckoned only for the distance 
between Foerder and Drébak. 

“This point is so frequently the subject of dispute between 
shipmasters and pilots in the Christiania Fiord, that it is advisable 
to give publicity to a decision which finally settles it.” 


PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL TREATIES BETWEEN 
SPAIN AND SWEDEN AND Norway. 


A despatch, dated the 24th July last, has been received from 
Mr. E. Corbett, Her Majesty’s Minister at Stockholm, stating that 
the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Sweden and 
Norway and Spain has been prolonged until the Ist of February 
1892. 


ComMERCIAL CONVENTION BETWEEN SPAIN AND THE 
NETHERLANDS. 


The following is a copy of a translation of the Commercial 
Convention, signed at Madrid, June 8, 1887, between Spain and 
the Netherlands, forwarded in a despatch from Sir F. C. Ford, 
Her Majesty’s Minister at Madrid :— 

“ Art. 1. The high contracting parties guarantee to each other 
reciprocally, in virtue of the present Conyention, and while it may 
remain in force, most-favoured-nation treatment on behalf of 
their respective subjects, and in all that concerns commerce, 
industry, and navigation. 

“ Art. 2. The high contracting parties guarantee to each other 
reciprocally in their colonial provinces and possessions, on behalf 
of their respective subjects, and in all that concerns commerce, 
industry, and navigation, the treatment which the special legisla- 
tion prevailing in them concedes to the most-favoured forei 
nation. Nevertheless, this arrangement shall not be cited with 
reference to the special treatment which either of the high con- 
tracting parties may grant to native states, and shall not affect 
the legul distinctions established in the Dutch possessions in the 
Eastern Archipelago between persons of western and oriental 
origin. 
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« Art. 3. The Government of the Netherlands bind themselves, 
while the present Convention is in vigour, not to impose higher 
duties on Spanish wines than those now paid by them, and not to 
impose duties on the alcohol which they contain, if it exists in a 
quantity not exceeding 21 degrees at a temperature of 15 degrees 
centigrade (Celsius). 

“They also bind themselves, while the present Convention 
remains in force, to impose a duty of a florin on every 100 kilo- 
grammes of Malaga raisins which at the present moment pay a 
duty of two florins, as being included in that division of the tariff 
under the head of ‘ Raisins not specially mentioned.’ 

* Art. 4. The high contracting powers declare that in the event 
of any discussion or doubt arising relative to the execution of the 
present Convention, they will submit their differences to the 
decision of arbitrators, one being named by each of the high 
contracting parties; and in case of discord they shall designate a 
third person who shall be empowered to decide. 

« Art.5. The present Convention shall begin to be in force on 
the day of the exchange of ratifications, and shall continue iu force 
until the 30th day of June 1892. 

* In the event of neither of the two high contracting parties 
having notified twelve months before the above-mentioneddate an 
intention to terminate the state of things resulting from the 
present Convention, it shall remain in vigour for the space of a 
year, which shall be counted from the day on which it may have 


been denounced by either of the high contracting parties. 

“ Art. 6. The present Convention shall be ratified, and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at Madrid with the least possible 
delay, after the completion of the formalities required by the 
constitution in both countries.” 


RusstaN EXHIBITION AT TEHERAN IN 1888. 


A despatch, dated the 21st September last, has been received 
from Sir R. B. D. Morier, Her Majesty’s Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg, transmitting translation of a statement which 
appeared in the Moscow Gazette of the 2nd September, to the 
effect that Mr. Konshin, a Russian manufacturer at, Teheran, 
intends to organize, in 1888, an Exhibition at that capital of 
Russian manufactures suited to Persian requirements. A list of 
the goods most likely to command a ready sale is appended to the 
despatch in question.

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SpanisH FLOATING EXHIBITION. 


A despatch, dated the 1st September last, has been received 
from Sir F. C. Ford, Her Majesty’s Minister at Madrid, on the 
subject of a proposed Spanish Floating Exhibition. The following 
is an extract from the despatch in question :— 


“* A question having been asked in Parliament with respect to 
a Spanish Floating Exhibition, and Sir James Fergusson replying 
that information would be sought respecting it, I spoke to Senor 
Moret on the subject the day before yesterday, and he has pro- 
mised to supply me with some details concerning tlie undertaking. 
In the meantime, { have the honour to enclose herewith a trans- 
lation of an article which appeared in the Epoca of last evening, 
headed ‘ Spanish Floating Exhibition, 

“Early in the month of November next, the Spanish steamship 
‘ Benicarlo’ will be despatched with a view to promoting the 
extension of Spanish trade in foreign parts, to the River Plate 
and other South American countries. The vessel will contain 
samples of Spanish products and industry. The object in view has 
obtained the support of the Queen Regent. The expedition is to 
last from five to six months. Three days before the ‘ Benicarlo’ 
starts on her voyage from Valencia, she can be visited by the 

‘public ; so Her Majesty’s Consular Agent in that city will be in a 
position to forward a report on the subject from personal inspec- 
tion.” 

The following is a copy of the translation of the article in the 
Epoca, which is referred to above :— 

“ During the early days of November, the Spanish steamship 
‘ Benicarlo’ will sail from the port of Valencia, having on board 
different Spanish products, with a view to exhibit them in the 
countries of Spanish South America, and thus facilitating com- 
mercial relations between those Republics and our maritime 
districts. 

“This patriotic idea, which will be carried into effect with the 
support of our august sovereign, who is a determined protectress 
of all that tends to the future and aggrandisement of our nation, 
has won universal applause. 

«The steamer ‘ Benicarlo,’ which has been granted for the 
object in question by its owner, Mr. Ripollés, is on her way to 
Spain from Monte Video. Valencia is her port of registry. She 
is accurately and solidly put together. Her outlines are elegant. 
and she has a speed of 12 knots an hour. 

“Her engines, of 4,000 horse-power, put in action a double 
action screw, and the three masts which adorn the vessel give her 
the appearance of a transatlantic steamer. 

“She is of 3,800 tons register, and her bridges and cabins bear 
the trade mark which has given such fame to the dockyards of 
Glasgow. 
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“The vessel in question, when she arrives at the port of 
Valencia, will undergo such modifications as are necessary for 
the conversion of her large saloon into a bazaar, where foreigners 
will be able to admire our country’s products. 

“ Five or six months will be spent on the expedition, and both 
on the voyage out and on the return journey the vessel will touch 
at the ports of Rio Janeiro, Monte Video, Buenos Ayres, Val- 
paraiso, Arica, Callao, and Guayaquil, stopping as long as is 
required for the exhibition of the products, the bestowal of 
attention on such orders as may be given, and generally for the 
furtherance of the interests of the exhibitors, 

“The promoters of the enterprise, who have undertaken to 
realise so patriotic an idea, intend to send a circular accompanied 
by a paper containing the conditions to the principal manufactur- 
ing firms, in order that they may provide them with their best 
and most important samples, and that thus the goods exhibited 
may be shown with all the advantage requisite in an exhibition of 
this nature. All the goods sent to be exhibited are to be placed 
on board the steamer in question, in sections, each of which will 
represent one of the provinces taking part in so important an 
enterprise, and will therefore be ornamented with the correspond- 
ing shield and banner ; in the centre of these sections there will 
be placed an allegorical figure of Spain, together with those of 
Columbus and Pizarro embracing the banners of the Republics, 
and thereby signifying the affection which our nation has ever felt 
towards the children of our blood. The place in which these things 
are to be exhibited will be luxuriously fitted up, and illuminated 
by electric light, suits of armour, arms and trophies of that age 
being added to complete the whole. 


* On the arrival of the vessel at each one of the ports men- 
tioned above, a steam launch will be in constant readiness day and 
night for the service of such persons as may desire to become 
acquainted with the riches of our country. 

“ The Commission intends to cause commemorative medals to 
be struck, which they will distribute amongst the exhibitors. 
They will also give honourable mention to those who may merit 
it by the excellence of their exhibits; they will further have 
sufficient influence, from their official character, to obtain from the 
Presidents of the Republics other medals and other honourable 
mentions which will for ever enhance the value of the reward 
merited by the best amongst the articles exhibited. 

“The steamer ‘ Benicarlo’ may be visited in the Port of 
Valencia by any person who desires to do so, three days before 
her departure, 

“ We are glad to contribute our praises to the enterprise which 
promises to realise so grand an idea, carrying across the sea our 
rich national products which are unknown to so many persons. 
At the same time we call upon our manufacturers to give still 
greater importance and brilliance to the Floating Exhibition 
which has to raise us to a lofty pinnacle of renown in the eyes 
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of the rest of the world. The Epoca was the first to beg the 
Government to carry this happy proposal into effect, Germany 
having obtained such great results by its adoption; but as the 
Government did not do so, it is right that we should congratulate 
the private individuals who have given it practical effect.” 

The following is the text of the reply of Sir James Fergusson 
in the House of Commons on the 26th August last, to the question 
asked by Mr. Baden-Powell, and which is referred to in Sir F, C, 
Ford’s despatch. 

“Her Majesty's Government have no official information 

respecting the Floating Exhibition referred to, but Her 

Majesty’s Consul at Barcelona will be instructed to report on 

the subject, and the attention of Her Majesty’s Consuls at the 

ports in South America which may be visited by the Exhibition 
* will be called to it, and they will be directed to report in the 
* sense suggested.” 

In a communication dated the 10th September last, which has 
been received from Mr. F. Wooldridge, Her Majesty's Consul at 
Barcelona, it is stated that products intended for this Floating 
Exhibition are to be forwarded to the ports of Barcelona or 
Valencia not later than the 15th October, as the “ Benicarlo” is 
intended to sail early in November. The cost for cartage, storage, 
and shipment of each exhibitor’s products is to be LO pesetas 
(about 8s.), and each exhibitor will have the option of shipping 
up to 700 kilogrammes weight, and will have to pay 750 pesetas 
(30/.) for the expenses of the voyage, and 5 per cent. on the value 
of the first order, if any, obtained by the Committce at the various 


ports. 


Frexcu Iron anp Coat PRODUCTION DURING THE 
First Monrus or 1887. 


A despatch, dated the 3rd September last, has been received 
from Mr. E. H. Egerton, Her Majesty's Minister at Paris, 
enclosing a statement showing the production of coal, iron, 
and steel in France during the first six months of 1887, extracted 
from the Journal Officiel of the same date. Mr. Egerton thus 
summarises the statistics :— 

“ The yield of coal and anthracite is given at 10,037,593 tons, 
an increase of 565,175 tons over that of the corresponding period 
of 1886. 

“The production of pig-iron amounted to 764,643 tons, as 
against 763,225 tons in the first six months of 1886. Of this 
total, pig-iron smelted by wood-fire stands for 5,052 tons. 

“'Lhe total production of manufactured iron was 378,897 tons. 
In the corresponding period of 1886 it was 374,123 tons. There 
is, therefore, an increase of 4,774 tons. 
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“The output of steel fell from 245,785 tons in 1886 to 240,313 
tons in 1887, a decrease of 5,472 tons. Rails were produced to 
the amount of 100,955 tons, or 45,314 tons less than in the first 
six months of last year.” 


Tug CONDITION OF AGRICULTURE IN WuRTEMBERG. 


The following information, respecting the condition of agricul- 
ture in Wurtemberg, is extracted from No. 220 of the Foreign 
Office (1887) Annual Series of “ Diplomatic and Consular Reports 
on Trade and Finance ” :— 

“The year 1886 saw little change in the critical condition in 
which agriculture and its kindred industries have so long been 
situated. The two principal factors of country produce, fruit and 
wine, were failures, the early prospects of the year having been 
annihilated by the late frosts of the first week in May, followed 
by a period of cold and rainy weather in June, which acted most 
prejudicially on the crops. 

“The agricultural community in the country is now passing 
through a crisis which admits of no immediate or sudden remedy. 
It is closely bound up in the powerful transformation which is 
taking place in the production of the whole world. As matters 
now stand, the normal, natural, and equal development of agricul- 
ture is at a standstill, Abundant harvests have been unable to 
effect any appreciable improvement. Impulse to embark upon 
enterprises, or undertakings of ail sorts, is wanting, the majority 
of agriculturisis being vbliged to get along as best they can by 
exercising the greatest economy and self-denial; while tenants 
and encumbered proprietors find the situation even more dis- 
tressing. 

“The condition of the small farmer, on the other hand, is 
proportionately better. He tills his fields with the aid of his 
family, and is but little affected by the depreciation of the price 
of the crops, as he supplies the wants of his household from his 
own land, and makes good his need in cash by the sale of a pig or 
a beast. 

“ On estates of larger dimensions, both the sale-value and rental 
of land have fallen ; in the case of the latter,in many instances, as 
much as 25 per cent. In the matter of small allotments, on the 
other hand—with the exception of those situated at an incon- 
venient distance, or otherwise hampered—the fall in value has not 
been experienced, many such small lots fetching extraordinary 

rices. 
ae The condition of the cereal crop was unsatisfactory ; quantity 
was good, but prices remained low, notwithstanding the raising of the 
duty on cereals. Towards the end of the year, complaints were 
universally heard of the impossibility of effecting sales. Barley 
was offered at 8 marks per centner, and vats at 5 marks 20 pf. 
per centner, but without securing a purchaser. 
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“ Potatoes and rape gave a good crop. The prices for cattle 
and milk were unsatisfactory. 


“The hop harvest throughout Germany in general was a 
moderate one. The total production of Wurtemberg was 111,800 
centners, or at the rate of 14°07 centners per hectare. The 
consumption of the country is reckoned at 26,000 centners, thus 
leaving a surplus for export of about 85,000 centners. The early 
crop was of good quality, and secured favourable prices (from 135 
to 80 marks), but in quantity fell short of that of the previous 
year by nearly one-half. The late crop suffered from unpropitious 
weather, and as soon as it was ascertained that the demand from 
England was less than had been anticipated, prices fell imme- 
diately from 70 marks to 40 marks, and even lower. An outlet 
was fortunately obtained in America, where the crop in the 
Eastern States had been unsuccessful, and this was the more 
advantageous as the rich harvest in England offered no favourable 
market for foreign goods in that country. Notwithstanding this 
export to America, however, prices underwent steady depre- 
ciation, 

“The frosts of the month of May, and the enormous depreda- 
tions of insects, combined to make the fruit crop of little—or only 
sporadic—value. Cider, which is becoming the customary drink 
of the people, attracted an immense importation of fruit from 
abroad. The railways were inundated with these supplies, and 
the stations were transformed into fruit markets. The quantity 
of apples and pears thus imported is estimated at 1,692,000 
centners, and exceeds the average production of the country by 
nearly 600,000 centners. The grape harvest was unsatisfactory, 
both in quantity and quality. The condition of the vines at the 
beginning of the year gave good hope of a rich harvest, but 
successive frosts and rains, coupled with the appearance of a 
disease hitherto unknown, the ‘false mildew, deteriorated the 
value of the crop.” 


Toe TRADE oF YUNNAN. 


A despatch, dated the 27th May last, has been received from 
Sir J. Walsham, Her Majesty’s Minister at Pekin, transmitting 
the second part of a report by Mr. F.S. A. Bourne, the Acting 
British Consul at Chung-king, relating to his journey in South- 
west China. ‘The following particulars respecting the commercial 
capabilities of the district of the city of Yiinnan-Fu, are extracted 
from the report in question :— 

“ Yiinnan-Fu occupies a central position admirable as a seat of 
Government, supplied as it is with abundant food from the 
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drained part of the ancient lake. If there were water communi- 
cation, or even fair roads across the plateau, there would doubtless 
be a great entrepot at Yiinran-Fu, but an inspection of the 
altitudes observed on this journey must make an exchange of 
products across this district, a priori, very unlikely. Actually, 
I found that the different sides of this plateau are supplied from 
the nearest lowland. Thus, to take two examples, cotton and 
tobacco, both absolute necessities to Chinese existence, which the 
plateau does not produce; cotton is supplied to North Yiinnan 
from Ssii-ch’uan, to West Yiinnan as far east as Yiinnan-Fu 
from Burmah, to South-west Yunnan as far east as Méng-tzii 
Hsien from the Shan States and Siam, to South-east Yiinnan 
from Canton, at Kuei-chou from Hankow by the Yuan River. 
Tobacco is supplied to the north of the province from Ssii-ch’uan, 
and to the south from Canton. Salt, another necessary, of which 
the plateau does not afford a sufficient supply, enters the 
province from Ssii-ch’uan, Burmah, Tonquin (before the new 
treaty), and the Kwang-si province. 

‘* But there are adventitious circumstances which make Yiinnan- 
Fu more important as a trade centre than it deserves, or is likely 
to remain. The whole of the tea consumed in the province, and a 
large share of the better quality of tea consumed in Ssti-ch’uan, 
together with a small quantity sent to Thibet, come from the Shan 
States, outside Ssii-mao, and of this trade Yiinnan-Fu is the 
depét. Excepting small quantities consumed locally, and a few 
caravans that go direct to Western Yiinnan and Thibet by the 
Ching-tung valley, the whole out-turn of this tea—P’u-érh tea as 
it is called—goes to Yiinnan-F'u; this tea may be valued at about 
50,0007. per annum. A great part goes to Western Yiinnan, for 
the supply of which we may expect our Assam planters to provide 
in the future. 

«‘ Again, the exhaustion caused by 20 years of indiscriminate 
slaughter and pillage, involving the destruction of the old 
industries of the province: mining, silk rearing, manufacture, &c., 
with which increased demand for opium in Scii-ch’uan and the 
eastern provinces happened to coincide, led to the adoption of 
poppy cultivation as the great industry of the plateau. Yiinnan 
and Kuei-chou now pay for the whole of their foreign imports in 
opium, the merchants of Nanning-Fu and Hongkong having often 
to wait for their money until the Canton and Kwang-si provinces 
have paid for the Yiinnan and Kuei-chou opium crop. Yiinnan- 
Fu is a depdt of the opium trade of Eastern Yiinnan, and of the 
foreign and Canton goods that are received in exchange. 

“Exports from Yiinnan-Fu are opium, P’u-érh tea, drugs, and 
copper, and the imports are cotton, tobacco, and foreign 


goods.” 
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ARGENTINE REGULATIONS FOR VESSELS CONVEYING 
IMMIGRANTS. 


A despatch, dated the 23rd August last, has been received 
trom the Hon. F. J. Pakenham, Her Majesty’s Minister at Buenos 
Ayres, respecting the sanitary rules in force in the Republic 
governing vessels conveying immigrants. The following in an 
extract from the despatch in question :— 

“In view of the approaching close of the year, when the return 
of the hot weather may not improbably be accompanied by 
another outbreak of cholera, the authorities here have determined 
on a rather strange sanitary precaution, viz., that all vessels 
bring jng immigrants shall carry an Argentine doctcr on board, 
beside s the medical man in the Company’s employ. The reason 
of this step is, 1 believe, to prevent fatal cases happening while at 
sea being disposed of overboard without entry in the ship’s log or 
in the medical books. On the outbreak of cholera last year more 
than one instance of such an occurrence was said to have taken 
place. This measure will extend to lines of all nationalities con- 
veying immigrants.” 


QUARANTINE REGULATIONS AT ODESSA. 


With reference to a complaint which has been made by the 
owners of the 8.S. “ Haverton” that this vessel had been put into 
quarantine at Odessa although she had not sailed from a port 
quarantined by the authorities, a report, dated the 19th September 
(Ist October), has been received from Mr. P. Stevens, Her 
Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Odessa, in answer to a telegram 
despatched from the Foreign Office on the subject. The telegram 
read as follows :— 

“*« Haverton’ from Messina has since done quarantine at 
Marseilles ; endeavour obtain pratique at Odessa.” 

Mr. Stevens, in answer to the telegram, said :— 

** T] immediately put myself in communication with the Governor- 
General here, and His Excellency has to-day replied to the effect 
that any quarantine performed at foreign ports is not taken into 
consideration in Russia, the steamship ‘ Haverton’ (which 
vessel arrived here with foul bills of health) could not be 
released until she had performed her full term of six days.” 
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IX.—MISCHLLANEOUS TRADE NOTICES. 


CoNsuMPTION OF FRENCH Goops IN Frencu CoLoNIAL 
POSSESSIONS. 


According to the French Journal Officiel for the 25th September 
last, a communication, dated September 22nd, has been addressed 
by the Under Secretary of State for the Colonies of France to 
the President of the Paris Chamber of Commerce on the subject 
of encouraging the consumption of french goods in the Colonies. 
The writer states that the Government is anxious to give practical 
support to the efforts made by individuals to develop the trade of 
the French possessions, and invites the Paris Chamber of 
Commerce to act in concert with it. He says, “ Our commercial 
** preponderance would soon be felt in Indo-China and in 
« Western Africa if our merchants only knew how to show as 
** much energy and perseverance as our soldiers have shown 
“ vigour in preparing a way for them.” He divides the French 
possessions into three groups, the first consisting of the “ so-called 
colonies dexploitation,’ by which he means those into which 
European capital can be imported, and where the native popula- 
tion is still dense and industry cheap, namely Cochin-China and 
Tonquin in Asia, and Senegal and its dependencies in Africa ; 
his second division consists of the old and fully civilized colonies, 
with Parisian laws and manners, Martinique, Guadaloupe, and 
Réunion ; and the third group contains such recent acquisitions as 
Tahiti, New Caledonia, and Guiana. It is to the latter group 
that the Under Secretary for the Colonies principally calls the 
attention of the President of the Paris Chamber of Commerce. 
He thinks that much might be done to develop commercial 
relations between those possessions and the French capital, by 
encouraging the French settlers in those places to consume 
French rather than foreign goods, and he begs the President of 
the Paris Chamber of Commerce to join the Government in 


considering in what way these ideas may most practically be 
carried out. 


RaMIgE CULTIVATION IN SAXONY. 


The Htalian Bollettino di Notizie Commerciali for the 4th Sep- 
tember last, quoting from the Moniteur Industriel, states that the 
first German manufactory of ramie was established at Zittau. 
The thread produced in these looms has the brilliancy of silk, 
and is used largely for the upholstering of furniture. After 
some initial delay and disappointment, the manufacture began 
to flourish, and since 1883 has been in a very satisfactory 
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state. The cultivation of the ramie is carried on in the Ober- 
kunewalde, with the following species of plants, the Urtica dioica, 
or common uettle of Germany, the Laportia Canadensis, or 
North American nettle, the Urtica nivea, which is known as 
“china grass,” and is a native of China, and the Urtica tenacis- 
sima, or “ramie” proper, which was originally discovered in 
Siberia, then cultivated in Algeria, and afterwards introduced into 
central France, and lately into Hungary. The two last-mentioned 
species have borne the winter in Oberkunewalde with perfect 
success, 


Vine Diseases IN FRANCE. 


With reference to the previous notification that appeared on 
page 290 of the September number of the Journal respecting vine 
diseases in France, the French Journal Officiel for September last 
prints another report, on black rot in the vines, which M. Pril- 
lieux, the Inspecteur-Général de I Enseignement Agricole, has 
addressed to the French Minister of Agriculture. Hitherto the 
disease had only been observed in the departments of Hérault and 
Lot-et-Garonne, but it has now broken out also in Cantal and 
in the valley of the Tarn. In every case, however, it has as yet 
appeared only in the mountainous and less valuable wine-pro- 
ducing regions, and although the great plains, where the richest 
vineyards are, have been closely examined, no trace of the pest 
has been discovered. M. Prillieux states, moreover, that many 
of the cases which were hastily attributed to black rot prove, 
under more detailed examination, to be only mildew. On the 
whole, M. Prillieux, though writing with great reserve, is of 
opinion that the danger of the spread of this disease in France 
has been exaggerated, and also the difficulty of eradicating it. 
He states that the conditions of heat and moisture during the 
present season have combined in a very unusual degree to present 
the exact conditions favourable to black rot, conditions which are 
not likely to repeat themselves with the same intensity. He 
recommends careful examination of the vines, and assiduous 
treatment with salts of copper. 


New CoInaGE OF THE ConcGo FRER STATE 


By a decree, dated the 27th July last, signed by the King of 
the Belgians, the following regulations respecting the new 
“mat system in the Congo Free State have been put in 
orce 

The standard money of the Congo Free State is the franc, 
sub-divided into 10 centimes, 
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There will be struck for the Congo Free State a gold coin of 
20 franes, fractional silver money consisting of 5-franc, 2-frane, 
1-franc, and 50-centime pieces, and copper coins 2f 10 centimes, 
5 centimes, 2 centimes, and 1 centime. 

The 20-franc piece will be engraved with a portrait of the 
King ; the head looking towards the right. 

It will bear on the obverse side the words “ Leopold II. R.d. 
Belg. Souv. de I’Etat Indép. du Congo,” and on the reverse the 
shield with the arms of the Free State and the Royal Crown, the 
supports, and device ; at the top the value of the coin “ 20 francs,” 
and at the bottom the date of coinage. 

On the rim is engraved the motto “ Travail et Progrés.” 

The 5-franc, 2-frane, 1-franc, and 50-centime pieces will bear 
the portrait of the Sovereign, the head turned towards the left 
with the following inscriptions :-- 

On the 5-franc piece: “ Leopold IL, Rd. Belges, Souv. de 
Indép. du Congo.” 

On the 2-franc, 1-franc, and 50-centime pieces: “Leop. II. 
R.d. Belg. Souv. de YEtat Indép. du Congo.” 

On the reverse side of the 5-franc piece is a shield containing 
the arms of the Independent State and the Royal Crown, 
supported by two heraldic lions, underneath which on a scroll is 
the motto “ Travail et Progrés ” ; at the top, the value “ 5 francs,” 
and at the bottom the year of coinage. 

On the reverse side of the 2-franc, 1-frane, and 50-centime 
pieces appears a simple shield crossed, and bearing a lion; on 
each side of the shield are palms; at the top the value, and at 
the bottom the year of coinage. 

The rim of the 5-franc piece bears in relief the motto “ Travail 
et Progrés.” 

‘The 10-centime, 5-centime, 2-centime, and 1-centime pieces will 
be made of pure copper, and they will be perforated through the 
centre. 

The copper coins bear, on one side, a double £ surmounted 
by the Royal Crown repeated five times in the centre, with the 
following inscriptions :— 

On the 10-centime and 5-centime pieces : “ Leopold IL., Roi des 
Belges, Souv. de l’Etat Indép. du Congo.” 

On the 2-centime and l-centime pieces: “ Leop. II. R.d. 
Belges, Souv. de l’Etat, Indép. du Congo.” 

On the reverse side the copper pieces will carry the five-pointed 
star with the arms of the State, the hole in the centre of the coin 
forming the centre of the star, with the indication of the value 
“100,” “1c,” and the date. 

The silver and copper coins of the Congo Free State will be 
accepted, without limit, as to quantity in payment of duties, 

Coins defaced or wilfully depreciated will not be exchanged or 
accepted in payment by the State. — 
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SoutH AMERICAN TRADE. 


The Mexican Diario Oficial of the 2nd of September iast 
publishes a tabular statement, founded upon the trade returns, of 
the imports of the various States of South America in 1886. 
According to this table Brazil has at the present time an import 
trade three times as great as that of any other South American 
country ; the Argentine Republic, Chili, and Peru, in this order, 
but nearly equal, follow next; Mexico has almost exactly half the 
import trade of Peru, and is followed by Columbia, Guatemala, 
Ecuador, and Venezuela. Uruguay has less than half the trade 
of Venezuela, and that of the remaining States is insignificant. 


RouMANIAN HARVEST. 


The French Consul at Galatz states, in the Moniteur Officiel 
du Commerce for the 8th of September last, that the report 
of the crops in Roumania this season is not favourable. The 
prolonged autumn of 1886 was advantageous to the seed, but 
the long drought of the spring months caused great loss. The 
wheat harvest promises to be moderate ; in some districts it will be 
fairly abundant ; in others it will scarcely exist. The colza has 
almost entirely perished. The spring cereals are very unsatisfac- 
tory. The vines have done well, but on the other hand the maize 
does not promise anything like an average harvest. Taken 
altogether, everything predicts a very poor agricultural year. 


CoMMERCIAL Museum aT TREBIZOND. 


According to the Bulletin du Musée Commercial for the 
17th September last, a Commercial Museum is about’ to be 
opened at Trebizond, under the auspices of the Belgian Consulate 
in that city. 


CoMMERCIAL Museum At AVIGNON. 


According to the Moniteur Officiel du Commerce for the 15th 
of September, the French Minister of Commerce and Industry 
has approved, by a decree of the 6th of September, the establish- 
ment of a Commercial Museum by the Chamber of Commerce 
of Avignon. 


CoMMERCIAL Museum at TokIo. 


The Bulletin du Musée Commercial for the 27th September 
last, states that the Japanese Government has attached to the 
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School of Commerce in Tokio 2 Commercial Museum, for the 
purpose of exhibiting to Japanese importers foreign articles of 
trade which are likely to interest them. The School of Commerce 
at Tokio, according to the Bulletin, is an important institution, 
containing no less than 500 students, who are being trained with 
a view to their spreading the latest principles of commercial 
science through the length and breadth of Japan. The Bulletin 
remarks that it is, therefore, of importance to European merchants 
to contribute to the new museum, and adds, that specimens may 
be sent, addressed to Mr. Takashi Masuda, Hitotsubsashidori, 
Tokio, Japan. 


CoMMERCIAL Museum AT ANTWERP. 


The Bollettino di Notizie Commerciali for the 4th of 
September, states that a Commercial Museum was opened at 
Antwerp on the 21st of August last. 


Raisin Crop or Asiatic TuRKEY. 


The French Consul-General at Smyrna, writing in the 
Moniteur Officiel du Commerce for the 22nd of September last, 
states that the raisin harvest this year has been quite as good as. 
that of 1886, except as far as regards “ Sultanines,” the little 
white grape without pips, which is sold as “ yellow currants.” It 


is not even certain whether the apparent inferiority in this, the 
earliest branch of the raisin harvest, is not a ruse on the part of 
the merchants, who like to represent the crop as inferior to that of 
past years in quantity. ‘The small black grape, which is almost 
entirely used in making wine, has produced quite as large a crop 
this year as in 1886. It is to be feared that the fig harvest, 
the results of which are not yet officially known, will cause 
disappointment. 


CANDLE TRADE IN CHINA. 


The Bulletin du Musée Commercial for the 10th of September 
last, quoting from the Ezporteur, states that the trade in candles 
with China is important, and capable of great development. The 
candles most in demand in China are those which are of the colour 
of red sealing-wax. Blue candles are used in funeral ceremonies, 
and there might well be made a larger supply of these. At present 
none but white candles are imported into China, and they are 
surface-coloured very cheaply before being resold. It should be 
remembere | in preparing candles for the China market that the 
Chinese prefer them with a bamboo wick projecting at the bottom, 
so as to be casily fixed into a hole in the candlestick. 
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Wine Propvucrion 1N ALICANTE. 


The French Moniteur Offictel du Commerce for the 15th of 
September last, statez, on the authority of the French Vice-Consul 
at Alicante, that the wines produced in that district of Spain in 
1887 will certainly be superior to those of the two previous years ; 
the vines have been much stronger and healthier during the 
present season, and the vintage promising to be excellent and 
abundant. ‘The vines of Alicante have escaped the threatened 
attacks of mildew and of the oidium. 


SERVIAN WINES. 


The Italian Bollettino di Notizie Commerciali for the 4th 
September last, quoting from the French Feuille vinicole de la 
Gironde states that no wine statistics of production in Servia are 
published, and that it is from private information alone that any 
knowledge of that branch of trade can be obtained. It appears 
that the most esteemed wines are those of Timok, which are for 
the greater part dark red, and harsh, like those of Sicily. These 
wines are as strong as those of Spain and some of those of Hungary, 
but are at first very thick. They take three years to mature, 
and then ckange their colour, the dark-red wines becoming of tie 
reddish tint of rum. here has been of late years a considerable 
devclopment of sweet white wines, especially in the less elevated 
vineyards, but they are not. sold so readily as the red. The vine- 
yards of Servia extend over from 34,000 to 40,000 hectares. The 
export cf Servian wines in 1886 amounted to a little over three 
million litres. This is more than double the quantity exported in 
1885, and nearly four times as much as in 1884, but it does not 
equal the average exportation of seven or eight years ago. 


JEWELLERY IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


The French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce for the 15th Sep- 
tember last, quoting from the Schweizerisches Handelsamtblatt, 
states that the importations of jewellery and watches into Manilla 
are now almost entirely confined to very cheap German goods. 
Moreover, of Iste this class of goods is largely manufactured for 
home consumption in the colony itself. Formerly the Philippine 
Islands regularly imported watches cf good quality, but the 
population has become so poor that there is no longer any market 
for expensive articles. What trade there is remains in the hands 
of one or two houses, who serd to Switzerland for such gold, 
silyer-gilt, and nickel watches as they require. 
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Propuction OF SILK IN THE Caucasus. 


The Moniteur Officiel du Commerce for the 22nd September 
last, quotes a passage from the report of the Swiss Consul at 
Tiflis. According to this, the efforts of the Russian Government 
to encourage the production of silk in the Caucasus have lament: 
ably failed. The last tiree seasons have been the worst for a 

eriod of 16 years, and the disease of the mulberry, called 
Kuméul by the Tartars, has done infinite damage. It is now 
believed that this disease is the result of excessive irrigation. It 
has the effect of stripping the trees of their leaves, the roots being 
covered by a species of fungus allied to the mildew and to the 
black rot. 


IN ALASKA. 


According to Bradstreet’s for the 17th September last, the 
San Francisco Chronicle reports that F. Willing, a miner from 
Cook’s Inlet, Alaska, states that his party found veins of coal 
varying from two to seven feet in thickness. A sample of the 
coal shown appears to be lignite, with a bituminous composition. 
The sample was obtained from the surface of the veins, but 
workings may possibly develop a better quality of coal. 
Numerous indications of coal exist all over Alaska, but with 
mines in closer proximity to the market many years will elapse 
before the Alaskan beds are worked, unless a deposit of good 
coking coal can be found. Such a quality, it is added, would 
command attention from capitalists, as there is a great want of 
coking coal on the Pacific coast. 


Foreign Dentists 1n GERMANY. 


The United States Consul at Berlin, in a recent report to his 
Government, transmits a copy of the following order respecting 
foreign dentists in Germany which has been issued by the 
President of the Police Board of Berlin :— 

“ Whereas the Royal Privy Court (Kammergericht), by several 
of its decisions, has established it as a principle that only such 
persons can assume the title of dentist, no matter whether they 
state ‘ that they have received a diploma in other countries’ or 
‘have not received a diploma in Germany,’ who have previously 
secured a certificate of qualification from the Board of Examiners 
of the German Empire ; and whereas the same court has finally 
decided that the designation of ‘ American dentist’ in connexion 
with the title of doctor is a violation of section 147, No. 3, of the 
Imperial Trade Law, because such title, resembling that of a 
regularly approved physician, may lead to the belief that persons 
assuming the same ‘have been properly approved and examined’ 
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as medical practitioners in this country ; therefore I require of all 
persons concerned to abstain hereafter from using such designation 
publicly on signs, cards, in newspapers and other advertisements, 
&c., and to remove, within three months, from their houses, 
offices, and dwellings all signs of such description, otherwise they 
must expect that they will be subjected to penalties and other 
police measures to cause compliance with this order.” 

The Consul adds that similar orders have been published in 
other cities of Germany. 


Rvusstan SuGar Propvucrion. 


According to the Journal de St. Pétersbourg for the 25th 
August (6th September) last, the following has been the result of 
the Russian sugar production for this season :— 

From the commencement of the season up to the Ist July last, 
the sugar manufactories have produced 25,044,203 pouds of raw 
sugar (the poud being equivalent to 36 lbs. avoirdupois) and 
5,107,257 pouds of refined sugar. Compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1886 there is a decrease of 2,515,526 pouds in 
the production of the first, and of 216,207 pouds in refined sugar. 


LANDS ALIENATED FROM THE Crown TO EUROPEANS AND 
NaTIVEs IN CEYLON IN 1886. 


The following information respecting lands alienated from the 
Crown to Europeans and natives in Ceylon in 1886 is extracted 
from The Ceylon Observer for the 13th August last :—— 

The figures given in a table attached to the report of the 
Surveyor-General, give results very different to those with which 
we were familiar in the old days when coffee was king. The 
only sale of importance to Europeans was in the Western Province, 
6,174 acres for Rs. 154,046, or about Rs. 25 per acre. The total 
sold to Europeans in the island was only 6,826 acres, realising 
Rs. 162,080, against 13,310 sold to natives for Rs. 226,590, the 
average being Rs. 17 per acre. The sales to natives in the 
North-Western Province were so high as 6,090 acres, realising 
Rs. 102,774 ; in the Western Province 4,326 acres at Rs. 75,647 ; 
Southern Province 1,797 acres at Rs. 33,076. A diagram 
attached to the report shows that land sales and fees in the 
Central Province rose from under Rs. 50,000 in 1863 to nearly 
Rs. 700,000 in 1874, geing down to Rs. 475,000 next year, and 
then steadily rising to the culminating point, somewhat over 
Rs. 1,000,000, in 1877. Then began a continuous downward 
course to Rs. 50,000 in 1882, going above Rs. 150,000 in 1884, 
and closing at Rs, 190,000 in 1886. The Western Province went 
up from Rs. 50,000 in 1856 to Rs. 350,000 in 1864. Then came 
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fluctuations until nearly Rs. 350,000 were shown in 1876; 
Rs. 300,000 next year and nearly Rs. 350,000 in 1878. There 
was then a downward course to Rs. 150,000 in 1885, and a rise 
to Rs. 250,000 in 1856. The highest figures for all lands sold 
were 25,000 acres in 1874 and again in 1878. No fewer than 
55,000 acres were “scheduled and settle! on certificate ” in 1873. 
The highest revenue realised from sales, &c. was over Rs. 1,400,000 
in 1877, 


TROPICAL FrRuUITS OF VENEZUELA. 


The following information respecting the tropical fruits of 
Venezuela is extracted from a recent report ot the United States 
Consul at Cumana :— 

“ Almost all the south coast of the Gulf of Cariaco, about 
35 miles long, is suitable for the cultivation of bananas, plantains, 
cocoanuts, medlars, mangoes, and cranges. Ouly cocoanuts are 
grown to any extent, and those not consumed here in the manu- 
facture of oil are exported to the United States. ‘The other 
fruits, on account of their perishable nature and the want of 
regular and speedy transportation, are not cultivated for export. 
Only about one-third of the area along the coast is under culti- 
vation, all of which is devoted to cocoanuts and sugarcane, though 
these lands could be easily utilised for the cultivation of every 
kind of tropical fruits and vegetables. 

“ The valley of the Manzanares River, extending from the Gulf 
to the village of San Juan, a distance of 12 miles, is spacious and 
fertile, and is also well adapted to the growing of all kinds of 
tropical fruits. 

“The dry season lasts from January to June; the rainy season 
extends through the rest of the year. On the Gulf coasts the 
dry season is generally healthy, but during the rainy period 
frequent cases of malarial fever occur. This malady is rarely 
fatal, however, and readily yields to quinine treatment. Along 
the Manzanares River it is uniformly healthy. 

“The pineapples and grapes of this section are famed for 
their size and flavour, and with proper means for export might be 
grown in immense quantities. Lands suited. to the purpose lie 
only a short distance in the interior, and are reached by easy roads 
from this port. 

“The unsurpassed excellence of the fruits of this section and 
the facility for their cultivation can be easily demonstrated ; so, 
with the investment of a small capital and the inauguration of 
quick transportation, a fruit trade of any desired proportions might 
be readily established. Lands are held at nominal figures and 
may be obtained on very easy terms. Natives can be hired at 
50 cents per day, or at a monthly rate. Farming on shares is 
also practised to some extent. There are no export duties levied 
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on fruits, as is the case with other products, and port charges are 
reasonable. 

“Much foreign capital is seeking investment in Venezuela, and 
is being invested in railroads and other costly enterprises.” 


Tur PurRCHASE OF LAND IN SUMATRA. 


The following information respecting the purchase of land in 
Sumatra by foreigners has been extracted from a recent report by 
the United States Consul at Amsterdain :— 

“ Application has recently been made to me for information as 
to the Dutch laws concerning the purchase of plantations in 
Sumatra by foreigners, and whether foreigners can acquire land 
in Sumatra, and under what conditions. To obtain this infor- 
mation I applied at the Department of the Colonies at The 
Hague, and received a statement of which the following is a 
translation :— 

“Tn all the regions (gewesten) of that island, which are under 
the direct administration of the Dutch Government, the Governor- 
General is empowered to grant, on the request of applicants, 
waste lands on lease (erfpacht) for a term not exceeding 75 years, 
against an annual quit rent (canon) of 1 guilder per 7,096 square 
mmeters, 

“The application must be accompanied by a certificate of 
measurement of the lands selected. 

“The Iands granted on the lease in question are subject to a 
ground tax amounting to three-fourths of their estimated value. 

“No quit rent or ground tax is levied in the year in which the 
grounds have been acquired, and in the five ensuing years. 

“ For every working man employed on the establishment in the 
service of the tenant a capitation tax (hoofdgel/) of 24 guilders a 
year is payable. 

“ None but residents (ingezeteuen) in the Netherlands or in 
Netherlands India, and joint stock companies, or limited liability 
commercial corporations established in the Netherlands, or in 
Netherlands India, are admitted as tenants. 

“Ownership in landed property with the privilege of making 
improvements thereon can be acquired only for small parcels, and 
when exclusively intended for the erection of industrial establish- 
ments or dwelling-houses, 

“In the provinces governed by indigenous or native princes 
under the sovereignty of the Netherlands (Siak, Serdang, Deli, 
Langkat, &c.), belonging to the Residency of the east coast of 
Sumatra, lands for agricultural enterprises are granted by those 
princes. 

“The grants conferred by them, based on a temporary cession 
of the soil against payment of an annual rental or indemnity, are 
subject to the approval of the Indian Government.”

The Consul adds that it may not be uninteresting to state that 
the two principal companies in Holland engaged in the culture of 
tobacco in Sumatra, one having its head office at Amsterdam, and 
named the “ Deli-Muatschappy,’ and the other at Rotterdam, 
named the “ Tabak Maatschappy Arcndsburg,” have within the 
last fortnight declared dividends, arising from last year’s sales of 
the crop of 1885, amounting respectively to 1084 per, cent. and 
100 per cent. 


CincHoNA CULTIVATION IN JAVA. 


The Ceylon Observer for the 20th August last, contains the 
following translation of Mr. van Romunde’s report on the Goyern- 
ment cinchona enterprise in Java, for the third quarter of 
1887 :-— 


“ The weather continued very rainy during the past quarter 
also, with the exception of the second half of July. The con- 
tinuous damp weather was good for the nurseries and the young 
plants, but interfered greatly with the regular gathering of bark. 
The crop of 1887 amounts to about 270,000half-kilogrammes, which 
was obtained, almost without exception, by the needful thinning 
out of dense ledgeriana and succirubra plantations. In 1886 the 
crop for a similar period amounted to about 120,000 pounds. The 
plantations on the Southern Mountains are specially those that 
are increasing largely in productiveness and productive power, so 
much so, that at the gardens on Goenoeng Maiabar the crop of 
ledgeriana for the first half of 1887 already exceeds that of the 
whole year 1886. Of the harvested bark by the end of the 
second quarter, 221,227 half-kilogrammes had been despatched to 
Britain. The whole crop of 18x7 is estimated at about 700,000 
half-kilogrammes, that is if the weather does not interfere greatly 
with the operations connected with the gathering and drying of the 
bark. On 10th March and 21st April sales of Government 
cinchona bark of the crop of 1886 were held at Amsterdam, ‘The 
average prices obtained at these sales were 57°42 and 66°72 cents 
per half-kilogramme. Experimentswith the grafting of C. ledgeriana 
on C. succirubra in the open were renewed, after a cessation of 
some years on account of the unfavourable results; and, as far as 
can be judged from the initial results, with very marked success. 
The propagation of ledgeriana and succirubra seedliugs was, thanks 
to the continuous mcist weather, carried on vigorously and inces- 
santly, so that in the course of this year, more than ever before, 
the rooting out of inferior varieties of cinchona and the replanting 
of the uprooted ground with ©. ledgeriana and C. succirubra can 
be carried out. At Tirtasari a commencement was made with 
the clearing of jungle for the formation of ledgeriana graft planta- 
tions. In consequence of the mild east monsoon of 1886, the 
harvest of ledgeriaza and succirubra seed is so small that hitherto 
it has been impossible to have any sales of cinchona seed.” 
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THe Mexican INTERNATIONAL RAILWAY. 


The following information respecting the Mexican International 
Railway is extracted from a recent report by the United States 
Consul at Piedras Negras :— 

“This railway, now drawing rapidly towards completion, 
commences at Piedras Negras, on the Rio Grande, will connect 
with the Mexican Central at Laredo, some 300 miles distant, and 
ultimately terminate at one of the Gulf or Pacific coast ports 
of Mexico. It passes through a section of country in the past 
having but limited commercial relations with the outside world, 
and where the methods of transportation employed were circuitous, 
expensive, and occupicd much time. The general character of 
this country is favourable to the development of an extensive and 
lucrative commerce, containing as it does valleys, rich and 
fertile, well populated, adapted to the cultivation of all cereals, 
and Jarge tracts well wooded and watered. The celebrated 
Laguna district, one of the most productive valleys in Mexico, is 
tapped by this line, and its soil is peculiarly suited for the 
successful cultivation of cotton, being bountifully supplied with 
water. Irrigation is unnecessary, and the absence of deteriorating 
influences, such as early and late frosts and heavy rains, enables 
the planter to harvest his entire crop absolutely free from stain 
or discolouration. In this district the Mexican votton-planter, 
with his primitive methods of cultivation still in use, receives an 
average yield of 400 pounds of lint (or gin) cotton to the acre 
while the average yield of the United States does not exceed 
250 pounds. The cost of production to the former is 54 cents per 
pound, while that of the latter is from 6 to 8 cents, and the 
Mexican planter is protected! from competition by an import tax 
of 6 cents per pound on all foreign-grown cottons. Fruits of 
all varieties are found in this region, and the wine-grape is grown 
with marked success; a just approximation of its fertility and 
resources can only be reached by a comparison with the sterility 
of the frontier.” 


Tue Upver Yanorze-Kiane River. 


The following information respecting the Upper Yangtze-Kiang 
River and the possibilities of the extension of trade in that region, 
has been extracted from a recent report by the United States 
Consul at Chinkiang :— 

“T have conversed with Consul-General Kennedy touching an 
examination of the Upper Yangtze River, in order to study the 
capabilities of that region for the extension of trade. I also, at 
the instance of the Consul-General, conversed with several of the 
leading American merchants of Shanghai, who naturally desire 
additional markets and the promoticn and development of trade in 
the interior. 
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“ At Chinkiang I met an intelligent and observant missionary 
who has visited the Upper Yangtze, and has establishe| a mission 
at Chunking, a populous city 400 miles above the rapids. It 
appears that merchants are not permitted to reside at Chunking or 
to open establishments or warehouses so long as cteamers have no 
access to the port ; but when steamers have succeeded in ascending 
the river so far, arrangements can be made to open Chunking to 
trade. The explanation of this is, that just beyond Ichang, which 
is 360 miles above Hankow, the river runs through a series of 
mighty gorges and forms rapids, the possibility of navigating 
which by foreign-built steamers has never been settled. Mr. Hart, 
the missionary above alluded to, has passed these rapids several 
times in native boats, and is of the opinion, which opinion is borne 
out by other travellers, that they are navigable by small strongly- 
built steamers. ‘There is only one rapid, about a mile in length, 
which offers any serious obstacle, and this, he thinks, can be over- 
come without great difficulty. 

“The Vangtze-Kiang is one of the great rivers of the world 
which has its source in Thibet and flows through a fertile country, 
2,000 miles or more to the sea, On its banks are innumerable 
villages, towns, and cities, which are the outlets to populous regions 
in the interior. 

“All this upper river country is described as being very 
beautiful, of great fertility and capacity for trade, and is perhaps 
the most populous portion of China.” 


Beet CuLivaTION IN THE UNITED STAres. 


It is stated in Bradstreet’s of the 3rd September last, that a 
large sugar refiner is reported to be contemplating the experiment 
of growing beet-root sugar in the United States in one of the 
central western states. ‘The climate is said to be similar to that 
in Germany and Austria, where beet-root cultivation is a most 
important industry. Whether, says Bradstreet, under present 
conditions of low sugar prices it is possible to successfully make 
this sugar in tie United Statesis an interesting question. In 
1886 the total consumption of sugar of all kinds in the United 
States was 1,389,125 tons, of which only one-tenth was produced 
in that country. 


REVENUE RETURNS OF THE TRANSVAAL. 


The Natal Mercury of the 17th August last, quoting from the 
Volksstem, says that the figures shown by a comparative statement 
of Transvaal revenue for the second quarters of 1886 and 1887 
are very striking. Tmport dues rose from 7,500/. to 48,0952 ; 
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transfer dues from 2,5712 to 11,198/.; licences from 2,051/. to 
5,185/.; stamps from 3,457/. to 7,664/.; postal receipts from 
1,220/. to 6,333/.; diggers’ licences from 1,240l. to 16,4691.; 
prospect licences from 88/. to 6,030/.; stand licences and leases 
from nil to 4,323/. and 4,935/. respectively. Market fees increased 
from 3/. to 300/.; interest from 7/. to 1,327/. All these con- 
tributions, says the Natal Mercury, mean payments by the much- 
abused foreign interests, and are the offspring of mining and 
commercial enterprise. 


IMPORTS AND Exports OF THE CAPE OF For 
THE YEAR ENDED 30TH JUNE LAST. 


A communication, dated the 7th September last, has been 
received from the Agent-General for the Cape of Good Hope, 
transmitting copies of “Cape Government Notices,” showing by 
quarters the quantities and values of the imports and exports into 
the Colony. It appears from these tabular statements that the 
total value of all articles imported during the financial year 
ended the 30th June last, was 4,329,0731. The articles which 
contribute most to this total are as follows:—Haberdashery and 
millinery, 554,499/.; cotton manufactures, 472,965/.; apparel and 
slops, 297,389/.; leather and leather manufactures, including 
boots, 238,003/.; and coffee, 217,098/. 

The total value of the exports of the produce of the Colony is 
stated to be 7,535,037. The following articles comprise almost 
the whole of the value of the exports. Precious stones, viz., 
diamonds, 3,981,369/. ; sheep’s wool, scoured, 1,018,1302 ; copper 
ore, 560,313/.; sheep’s wool, in the grease, 529,878/. ; and ostrich 
feathers, 408,230/. 

Specie was imported to the value of 414,369/, made up as 
follows :—-Gold, 414,210/., and silver, 1597. 

The total value of specie exported is given at 72,9251, 57,492/. 
of which was in gold, 15,403/. in silver and 30/. in copper. 


Tue Finances OF Care CoLony FOR THE FIRST 
S1x MONTHS OF 1887. 


The following statement of the revenue and expenditure of 
Cape Colony during the first half of the years 1886 and 1887, 
inclusive of Crown Agents’ accounts, is extracted from the Natal 
Mercury (mail edition) for the 31st August last :— 

“The total actual revenue for 30th June 1887, was 443,5117. 
14s. 10d., as compared with 320,263/. 0s. 1d. for the corresponding - 
period of last year. Under the increase column, the following 
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are the principal augmented items which have tended to swell the 
revenue :—Customs, 47,6210. 14s. 5d.: wharf dues, 2,801/. 5s. 8d. ; 
land sales, 14,9197. 8s. 5d., stamps and licences, 1,925/. 16s. 3d. ; 
native marriages, 626/. 10s.; mail service, 1,775/. 1s. 6d.; and 
railways, 49,554/. 8s. The decrease under revenue, as compared 
with last year, is made up as follows: Transfer dues, 1,612/. 3s. 4d. ; 
native hut tax, 1,517/. 10d. ; interest, 1,139/. 1s. 8d.; and 
Licence Law, 27, 1875, 1,172/. 5s.;—a total of 5,571/. 11s. 4d. 
The expenditure during the first six months of 1887 in votes and 
Government establishments, is 37,665/. 12/. 10d. less. than the 
corresponding period of last year. In other words, it cost 
391,476/. 13s. 6d. to carry on the Government for the first six 
months of 1886, as against 353,811/ Os. 8d. for the same period 
this year. The principal reductions are as follows; The Governor, 
7122 17s. 11d.; Colonial Secretary, 4132. 12s. 11d.; public works, 
5,5362 11s.; colonial defence, 12,2317 2s. 1d.; public debt, 
4,742/. 15s.; railways, 10,8327. 19s. 11d.; and harbour board, 
7,0002. Durban magistracy was 593/. 12s. less, and the Natal 
Observatory shows a reduction in vote of 261/. 2s. 1ld. The 
principal items of increase under this head are; Customs, 7501. ; 
Legislative Council, 5212. 19s.; pensions, 1,110/, 12s. 9d.; and 
Harbour Board Loan, 8,000.” 


Snippine STATISTICS OF THE CAPE oF Goop Horr 


From a tabular statement, dated the 2nd August last, which 
has been received from the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope, it appears that the total number of steamers entered at 
ports in the Colony during the year ended the 30th June last was 
1,273, with a tonnage of 2,470,862 tons, and the total number of 
sailing vessels 541, with a tonnage of 212,582 tons, making a 
grand total of 1,814 ships, with an aggregate tonnage of 2,683,444 
tons. The total number of steamers cleared was 1,273, with a 
tonnage of 2,468,944 tons, and of sailing vessels 529, with a 
tonnage of 205,998, making a grand total of 1,802 ships, with an 
aggregate burthen of 2,674,942. 


CapPE oF Goop Hope Post Orrice Orpenrs. 


The following information respecting the business in post 
office orders at the Cape of Good Hope during the year 1886 
is extracted from the Cape Argus of the 14th September last. 

During the past year 164,071 orders, representing 409,367/. 
16s. 4d., were issued. Of this amount 294,851/. 15s. 3d. was 
colonial ; 71,9901. 10s, 11d. was sent to the United Kingdom; 
15,835/. 5s, 1d. to foreign countries; 6,964/. 11s. 4d. to Natal 
and Orange Free State; and 652/. 2s. 9d. to British Bechuanaland. 
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Upwards of 28,135 postal orders, representing 19,093/. 10s,, 
which were issued for colonia] convenience, are included in the 
grand total. The number of post office orders drawn on the 
Colony was 9,567, equivalent to 24,702/. 17s. 11d. Of these 
3,295, representing 11,295/. 16s. 10d., come from the United 
Kingdom and foreign countries; 243, showing a total of 
1,3002. 5s. 10d. from Australia; and 56, or 222/. i5s. 4d., from 
America. There was also 2,289/. 17s. 9d. received from Natal; 
1,505/. 15s. §d. from British Bechuanaland ; 7,686/. 11s, 2d. from 
Orange Free State ; 388/. 2s. from St. Helena; and 137. 13s. 4d. 
from Mauritius. The largest value of money orders—37,682/. 
12s. 11d—was sent from this Colony in November; and the 
smallest value—31,360/. 10s. 1d.—in August. 


TRADE OF BRITISH GUIANA. 


The following information respecting the trade, commerce, 
and agriculture of British Guiana is extracted from a report 
prepared by the Royal Agricultural and Commercial Society of 
that Colony, and dated the 2nd August last :-— 


«* Ata meeting of the Combined Court held in Georgetown, 
Demerara, May 18th, 1887, and fullowing days, it was decided 
that no alteration should be made in the Customs Tariffs. It was 
also decided that a tax of 250 dollars should be placed on all life 
and fire insurance offices carrying on business in the Colony. By 
the passing of the Crown Lands’ Ordinance, a royalty of one cent 
pet pound weight on all india-rubber, ballata, and gums exported 
from the Colony will come into force on October Ist, 1887. The 
passing of the Crown Lands’ Ordinance, 1887, which gives a 
chance of more systematic working in the forests for various 
valuable vegetable productions, will tend to the encouragement of 
various industries which are capable of very great development. 
By the passing of the regulations for gold mining, a royalty of 
3s. 9d. per ounce is levied on gold, and 2d. per ounce on silver 
obtained in the Colony. 

“The principal movement likely to affect the trade of the Celony 
is the continued advance of the gold industry, a development that 
is highly advantageous curing the present time of depression in 
the sugar industry. Gold has now taken the fourth place in 
value among the exports of the Colony. Considerably more than 
2,000 labourers are at work in the gold-fields, and numerous 
companies and private individuals are engaged in the industry. 
During the first six months of 1887, 4,992 ozs. were exported as 
against 6,518 ozs. in the whole uf 1886, and 940 ozs., in 1885. 
Regulations for the better and systematic conduct of the 
industry have been enacted under the Gold Mining Regulations, 
1887. 

“The total value of articles imported into the Colony during 
1886 amounted to 1,436,2982, distributed among the following 
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countries : — United Kingdom, 787,052/.; British Colonies, 
284,2201.; foreign countries, 365,025/. The total value of articles 
exported from the Colony during 1886 amounted to 1,842,585/., 
distributed among the following countries:—United Kingdom, 
1,071,432; British Colonies, 81,054/. ; foreign countries, 690,099. 
The principal exports, as serving to illustrate the trade and 
industry of the Colony, are the following, arranged in the order 
of their importance :—Sugar, rum, molasses, gold, timber, char- 
coal. ballata, hides and skins, gums, plantains and _plantain- 
suckers, shingles, cocoa-nuts, fish-glue, and cocoa.” 


SoutH AvsTrRaLiAN 


The following information respecting the development of the 
South Australian railways, based on a parliamentary paper laid 
before the South Australian Assembly, is extracted from the 
Adelaide Observer for the 20th August last :— 


“On June 30th last 1,4193 miles of railway had been con- 
structed, at a cust, including discount on sale of bonds, of 
9,419,917/. The working expenses of the year were 385,000/. ; 
the revenue was 592,450/.; and the net profit 207,450/. This 
represents 2°46 per cent. on the cost of the average mileage open 
for traffic during the year. There were in course of construction 
on the same date 353} miles, representing an expenditure of 
2,069,000/. The lines are all upon the narrow gauge, and are 
represented by the Palmerston to Pine Creek, 146} mikes; 
Hergott to Strangways Springs, 102 miles; and Strangways 
Springs to the Peake, 105 miles.” 


SALES OF LAND IN SoUTH AUSTRALIA. 


The Adelaide Odserver for the 20th August last contains the 
following information, extracted from a parliamentary paper 
presented to the South Australian Assembly by the Treasurer, 
with respect to sales of land in South Australia :— 


* During the 124 years from 1875 to June 30, 1887, 343,139 
acres of land were sold for cash, the amount of purchase-money 
being 610,1692, and the average price 1/. 15s. 6d. per acre. 
During the same period 3,727,058 acres were sold on credit, the 
purchase-money representing 4,414,991/. The amount received 
on account of interest and purchase for credit sales during the 
12} years was 3,986,571/. ‘There still is to fall due on lands held 
under credit agreement 2,671,226/. From the passing of the 
Credit Act of 1868-629 to June 30, 1887, 5,669,823 acres have 
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been alienated, but the inclusion of the area included in sales on 
credit which have not been completed swells the total up to 
7,944,424 acres.” 


AUSTRALIAN RAINFALL. 


The following information respecting the average rainfall in 
Australia is extracted from a recent report of the United States 
Consul at Sydney :— 

“So much is said about the drought of Australia that very few 
persons are aware that the average rainfall in all the Colonies will 
compare favourably with that of other countries. In New South 
Wales, a territory of 310,000 square miles, the average rainfall is 
24 inches; at Sydney it is about 50 inches; at Eden it is 
70 inches ; but in the flat country it it only 10 inches. The 
average rainfall in Queensland is about the same as that of New 
South Wales. The former Colony, however, is more subject to 
tropical rains than the latter. The rainfall, therefore, in Queens- 
land rises in some districts, as, for instance, Johnstone River, to 
123 inches, in other places the average is as low as 8 inches. 

* At Adelaide, South Australia, where there are no high coast 
ranges to arrest the drift of the clouds, the rainfall is as low as 
20 inches. At Port Augusta it falls to 8 inches. At Perth, 
Western Australia, the average is 31 inches, but at Canaroon, in 
the same Colony, it does not average more than 6 inches. At 
Eucla it is 10 inches. The rainfall in Victoria varies from 
63 inches at Cape Schanck to 12 inches at Wycheproof. At 
Melbourne it is about 25 inches. 

“ The trouble, however, in Australia, is that whenever there is 
a diminished rainfall the effects are much more disastrous than in 
other places, on account of the great heat of the sun and the 
absence of more general cultivation. A diminished rainfall of 
50 per cent. has at times desolated vast tracts of country. The 
report of the New South Wales Royal Commission, however, 
states that while one part of the country suffers from a diminished 
rainfall other parts have an average supply, and others again may 
be favoured with an abundant fall. In the basin of the Darling, 
excluding the hilly portion, the rainfall is 12°81 inches. In the 
plains between the Lachlan and the Murrumbidgee it is 1633 
inches, and in the corresponding district betwcen the Murrum- 
bidgee and the Murray it is 14°56. These rainfalls would be 
sufficient for ordinary crops of cereals if they came at proper 
periods, but the report of the Commission admits that they do 
not. It says that as a rule in these districts when rain is most 
needed it comes in such small quantities 2s to be of little or no 
benefit to vegetation.” 
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X.—OFFICIAL REPORT ON BOILER EXPLOSIONS. 


The following report to the Board of Trade by the Assistant 
Secretary, Marine Department, on the working of the Boiler 
Explosions Act, 1882, has been printed and circulated as a 
Departmental Paper :— 


The number of preliminary inquiries held under section 6 of 
the Boiler Explosions Act, 1882, in the course of the 12 months 
ended 30th June 1887, is slightly below the average for the four 
preceding years during which the Act has been in operation. 
The loss of life from explosions is also below the average; the 
figures for the five years being :— 


Year. Cases. Lives Lost. 
1882-3 - - - 45 35 
1883-4 - - : - 41 18 
1884-5 - - - 43 40 
1885-6 - ~ - - 57 33 
1886-7 - 37 24 


In addition to the 24 persons who were killed by boiler explo- 
sions in 1886-7, there were 44 persons injured. 

The reports of the inspectors by whom the preliminary inquiries 
were held present no new features so far as the chief causes of the 
explosions are concerned. 

Of the 37 cases 17 were attributable to the use of botlers which 
were either worn out or in a seriously defective condition, while 
15 cases arose from faulty designs or defective safety-valves or 
other fittings. 

As instances of exceptional mismanagement on the part of steam- 
users, it may be mentioned that the boiler referred to in Report 
No. 215 was 34 years old, and was worked, until quite recently, 
at double the pressure for which it was intended when new, while 
in case No. 217 the boiler was completely worn out, the safety- 
valve very defective, and the only means of feeding was by 
pouring water through the safety-valve orifice before steam was 
raised. 

There were three explosions of heating apparatus caused by 
severe frost. In each case the pipes appear to have become 
choked with ice, and as no safety-valve or other means of relief 
was provided, an explosion was the consequence. There were 
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also three explosions of tubes in the boilers of tramway engines, 
two of them being due to wasting of the tubes, and one to an 
accumulation of scale. No. 201 was the seventh boiler made by 
the same firm, which has exploded from the same cause (ie., 
grooving at the longitudinal seams), since the passing of the Act. 
Proper inspection would doubtless have shown the existence of 
the defect; but the inspector in reporting upon the case attributes 
the grooving to the bending action set up by the use of lap-joints, 
and remarks that with well-formed welded or butt-joints no 
movement of the kind would take place. 

In five cases the boilers were under the inspection of Boiler 
Insurance Companies. In only three of the insured cases, how- 
ever, were the explosions attributed to defects which a more 
thorough inspection on the part of the insuring companies’ officers 
would have revealed. The work of these companies is no doubt 
often performed under considerable difficulties, arising not only 
from the unwillingness of some steam-users to incur the loss of 
time and outlay necessary for repairs, but also from the lack of 
sufficient opportunities for making thorough inspections; but the 
figures above referred to would seem to show that, notwithstanding 
these drawbacks, the examinations made under the direction of 
the companies during the year have, in the main, been conducted 
upon a satisfactory system. 

No formal investigation has been held during the year, the 
preliminary inquiry having in each case been found quite sufficient 
to determine the cause of the explosion. Tunis has also been the 
case in each of the preceding years during which the Act has been 
in operation, and in some respects it is of course satisfactory that 
the causes of all the explosions reported upon should have been 
ascertained without in any instance necessitating the increased 
expense which a formal investigation before two commissioners 
would have involved. But, on the other hand, this fact has been 
attended by one serious disadvantaze. By the terms of the Act 
a court of formal investigation has power to order the costs and 
expenses of inquiries or investigations “or any part thereof, 
“ including therein the remuneration of persons holding such 
“ inquiry or investigation, to be paid by any person summoned 
** before it, or by the Board of Trade ;” but no provision of this 
kind is made in cases in which only a preliminary inquiry is held. 
The consequence is that, however gross may have been the 
neglect or mismanagement, of the person responsible for the 
explosion, there are no means of enforcing payment of any part of 
the expenses incurred in connexion with preliminary inquiries. 
These have to be borve by the Government, while the person 
really to blame finds himself exempt from all liability as regards 
the costs.

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Xf—UNITED STATES RAILROADS IN 1886. 


The following information respecting the United States railroads 
in 1886 is extracted from Bradstreets of the 3rd September 
last :-— 

“The introduction to the forthcoming annual volume of the 
Messrs. Poor’s excellent ‘ Manual of the Railroads of the United 
States’ presents in a concise form statistics in regard to the 
condition of the railways of the country which, carried back as 
they are for a series of years, permit of » number of extended 
comparisons of great interest. It is, of course, to be noted that 
the figures given, cover the capitalisation, mileage, revenue and 
operations of the railway companies of the country for their 
respective fiscal years, which do not terminate at uniform 
periods. Consequently the aggregates do not accurately re- 
present the conditions in these respects for the calendar years 
covered by the Manual; but, nevertheless, taken as a continuous 
record, they clearly show the tendencies in the great business of 
transportation from year to year. The volume for 1887 con- 
sequently gives statistics for the fiscal years terminating in 1886, 
and for preceding years. From ao other source can such a 
general view of the subject be obtained, and some of the 
conclusions to be drawn from the exhibit made are of such 
importance that their presentation in a brief form may be of more 
than ordinary interest. 

“« As given by this authority, the length of railroad track laid 
in the country up to December 31, 1886, was 137,986 miles, of 
which 133,606 miles were completed up to the close of the fiscal 
years of the respective companies. The increase of mileage in 
the calendar year 1886 was 9,000 miles, or 7'8 per cent.; the 
increased mileage in the fiscal years was 5,877 miles, or 4°6 per 
cent., while the length of lines operated, results of which apparently 
ure included in the following statistics for the fiscal year, was 
125,185 miles, an increase of 1°5 per cent. over the figures for 
1885, 8°2 per cent. over those for 1884, and 13°3 per cent. over 
1883. The aggregate share capital outstanding at the close of 
the fiscal years in 1886 is given at 3,999,508,508 dollars, the 
bonded debts at 3,882,966,330 dollars, and ‘other debts’ at 
280,673,814 dollars. The ratio of increase of the share capital 
over 1885 is 4°9 per cent., over 1884, 6°4 per cent., and over 1883, 
7-9 per cent. Bonded debt gains 3:1 per cent. over 1885, and is 
5 per cent. and 109 per cent. larger than in 1884 and 1883 
respectively. Without considering the increase in the intermediate 
years, there is shown to have been an increase since 1880 of 
45 per cent. in mileage, against increases in the same period of 
47°6 per cent. in share capital and 53:4 per cent. in bonded debt 
respectively. 
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“Referring, next, to the revenues, it is shown that the 

egate gross earnings for the fiscal years terminating in 1886 
were 829,940,836 dollars, which is an increase over those of 1885 
of 7°4 per cent., and over 1884 of 7°6 per cent., while as against 
1883 the increase is but ‘7 per cent. Net revenues for 1886 are 
stated at 300,603,564 dollars, an increase of 11°5 per cent. over 
those of 1885 and 1271 per cent. over 1884, but a gain of only 
2°5 per cent. over 1883. The aggregate amount of interesi paid 
is put at 189,036,304 dollars, an increase at the rate of but °8 per 
cent. over 1885, but 7 per cent. over 1884, and 9°1 per cent. over 
1883. Dividends paid for the fiscal year amounted to 81,654,138 
dollars, an increase of 5*1 per cent. over 1885, but as compared 
with 1884 a loss of no less than 124 per cent., and as against 1883 
a decrease of 17°8 per cent. The average rate of interest upon 
the total bonded debt for 1886 would be about 4°75 per cent., a 
fractional decrease from the average of the preceding year, while 
the dividends paid would amount to 2:04 upon the aggregate 
capital stock, an increase of ;3,, of 1 per cent. over the record of 
1885. 

“‘ The most interesting feature is, however, the result shown by 
the comparison of the figures for several years upon a mileage 
basis, This may be best exhibited in the following tabular 
form :—

“It will be noted that while capital stock per mile increases 
slightly over 1885, it is proportionately reduced as against the 
preceding years, and the bonded debt per mile, while less than in 
1885 and 1884, shows considerable growth in amount as against 
the preceding years. Gross earnings per mile, on the other hand, 
while showing a gain of 4°8 per cent. as against those of 1885, 
fell short of the averages of the preceding years, being 1°4 per 
cent. under those of 1884, 11°9 per cent. less than 1883, and 
10°9 per cent. below 1882. Net earnings share in this tendency, 
and, while showing a gain per mile of 8°7 per cent. over 1885 and 
2°5 per cent. over 1884, are 12 per cent. less than in 1883, and 
11 per cent. below 1882. These results are entirely in keeping 
with the deductions made from time to time in connexion with 
Bradstreet’s presentations of railroad earnings and mileage, 
though here the comparison extends even further back in point 
of years, and, owing to the different basis in point of time upon 
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which our own figures and those of Messrs. Poor are collected, 
they could not be fairly compared. In short, while railroad traffic 
in 1886 was increasing in volume, the increase was, nevertheless, 
but little above the average gain in the preceding years, and was, 
indeed, indicative of a healthy and normal growth of the resources 
of the country. The comparison of earnings per mile, however, 
develops the fact that a large portion of the lines added to the 
railroad mileage of the county since 1882 was either through 
undeveloped country or paralleled existing roads, thus materially 
reducing the average earnings per mile as compared with a few 
years prior. It will also be seen that the tendency towards a 
decrease in the charges per mile on both passenger and freight 
trafic still assert themselves, though the remark is made that 
this decrease is less noticeable than formerly, for the reason 
that rates are now so low in the average as to admit of but little 
further decrease. Increased movement of both passenger and 
freight traffic, however, prevent any decrease in the total revenues 
from this cause, and at the same time the reduction of the ratio 
of operating cost continues, the working expenses for 1886 
having been 63°84 per cent. of gross earnings, against 65°12 per 
cent. in 1885, and 65:21 per cent. in 1884, though it is to be 
noted that in 1883 the same ratio, 63°78 per cent., and in 1882 
63°61 per cent., were on a still lower level. 

“The general tenor of these returns, of course, indicates that 
the situation of railroad interests in the fiscal years terminating 
in 1886 underwent decided improvement in many respects, and 
it is to ke expected present conditions will develop better results 
in the succeeding fiscal year. 


XIIL—THE ISSUE AND REDEMPTION OF THE 
CURRENCY AND COINS OF THE UNITED 
STATES, AND THE REDEMPTION OF NATIONAL 
BANK NOTES. 


The following regulations governing the issue and redemption 
of the currency, and the gold, silver, and minor coins of the 
United States, and the redemption of national bank notes by the 
Treasurer of the United States, have recently been issued by the 
United States Treasury :— 


1. Issue of United States Notes. 


1. The Treasurer will forward new United States notes to 
Assistant-Treasurers of the United States upon their making 
requisitions, which are to be approved by him, for such 
denominations as may be needed in the current business of their 
offices, 
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2. Upon receiving United States notes unfit for circulation, 
national bank notes, fractional silver coin, or minor coin, the 
Treasurer will forward new United States notes by express, at the 
expense of the consignee, or by registered mail, registration free, 
at the risk of the consignee. 


Il. Issue of Gold and Silver Certificates. 


3. Gold certificates are issued upon a deposit of gold coin with 
the Treasurer or an Assistant-Treasurer, in denominations of not 
less than 20 dollars. 

4, Silver certificates are issued by the Treasurer or Assistant- 
Treasurer, upon a deposit of standard silver dollars, in such 
denominations as may be available at the time of such deposits. 


III. Issue of Gold Cotn. 


5. Upon receiving an original certificate of the Assistant- 
Treasurer in New York for a deposit of 100 dellars, or any 
multiple of 100 dollars, in United States notes, made for the 
credit of the Treasurer in general account, the Treasurer will 
cause a like amount in gold coin to be sent from the Mint at 
Philadelphia, at the consignee’s expense. 


IV. Issue of Standard Silver Dollars and Fractional Silver 
Coin. 


6. Upon the receipt of currency or gold coin, the Treasurer or 
an Assistant-Treasurer will cause to be paid to applicants, in cities 
where their respective offices may be situated, standard silver 
dollars or fractional silver coin in any desired amount. 

7. Shipments of these coins, in sums or multiples of 500 
dollars, will be made from the office nearest their destination 
to applicants outside of cities in which the Treasurer or an 
Assistant-Treasurer may be situated at the expense of the Govern- 
ment. 

a. Upon the receipt by the Treasurer or any Assistant-Treasurer 
of gold coin, United States notes, silver certificates, or 
national bank notes. 

b. Upon the receipt by the Treasurer of an original certificate 
issued by an Assistant-Treasurer or national bank depository 
that a deposit of currency or gold coin has been made to 
the credit of the Treasurer in general account. 

c. Upon receipt and collection by the Assistant-Treasurer at 
New York of drafts payable to his order and collectible 
through the clearing house. 

8. Standard dollars in sums or multiples of 65 dollars, and 
fractional silver coin in packages of 70 dollars of each denomina- 
tion, will be forwarded by registered mail, registration free, at the 
risk of the party to whom sent, by the Treasurer or an Assistant- 
Treasurer. 
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V. Issue of Minor Coin. 


9. The Treasurer and Assistant-Treasurers will pay out for lawful 
money any minor coin not needed in the current business of their 
offices. Five-cent nickel pieces, and one-cent bronze pieces will 
be forwarded in the order of application from the Mint of the 
United States at Philadelphia, Pa., to points reached by the 
Adams Express Company, free of transportation charges, in sums 
of 20 dollars or multiples thereof, upon the receipt and collection 
by the superintendent of that Mint of a draft on New York or 
Philadelphia payable to his order. To points not reached by the 
Adams Express Company, and where delivery under its contract 
with the Government is thus impracticable, the above coin can, 
on the same terms, be sent by registered mail at the applicant’s 
risk, registry fee on the same to be paid by the Government. 
Orders for transportation at the risk of the applicant should 
express the acceptance of the risk. 


VI. Issue of the Treasurer's Transfer-Chechs, 


10. The Treasurer will issue transfer-checks, in payment for 
redemptions of United States notes received with the express 
charges prepaid, on such Assistant-Treasurer as may suit the 
convenience of the Treasury, payable to the order of the sender or 
his correspondent. 

u. For United States notes sent to the Treasurer by mail, in 

sums of five dollars or more. 

4. For national bank notes sent to the Treasurer. For notes 
sent from a city where there is an Assistant-Treasurer, 
checks will be issued only on the Assistant-Treasurer in that 
city. 

c. For fractional silver coin sent in multiples of 20 dollars to 
the Treasurer, and for minor coin sent to the Treasurer or 
an Assistant-Treasurer. 


VII. Redemption of United States Currency, which includes 
United States Notes, Gold Certificates (series of 1882), 
Silver Certificates, and Fractional Currency Notes unfit for 
Circulation. 


11. United States notes exceeding nine-tenths of their original 
proportions in one piece, are redeemable at their full face value 
in other United States notes by the Treasurer and the several 
Assistant-Treasurers, and are redeemable in coin, in sums not less 
than 50 dollars, by the Assistant-Treasurer in New York and San 
Francisco. 

12. Fractional currency notes exceeding four-fifths of their 
original proportions in one piece, are redeemable at their full face 
value in United States notes by the Treasurer and the several 
Assistant-Treasurers. 
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13. Gold certificates exceeding nine-tenths of their original 
proportions in one piece, are redeemable at their full face value 
by the Treasurer and the several Assisiant-Treasurers. 

14. Silver certificates exceeding nine-tenths of their original 
proportions in one piece, are redeemable at their full face value 
in standard silver dollars, or exchangeable for other silver 
certificates, by the Treasurer and the several Assistant-Treasurers. 


VIII. Redemption of Mutilated United States Currency. 


15. Mutilated United States currency is redeemable by the 
Treasurer only, as follows: When the note is mutilated in any 
one part or place to the extent of one-tenth or multiple thereof, it 
is discounted at the rate of 10 per cent. of its face value for each 
tenth missing. Half of a note is redeemable at one-half the face 
value of the whole note. The redemption of portions less than 
one-kalf is provided for in paragraph 17. 

16. Fractional currency notes are redeemable as above, except- 
ing that the deductions are made by fifths. 

17. Fragments less than one-half are redeemed at the face 
value of the whole note only, when accompanied by an affidavit 
of the owner or other persons having knowledge of the facts that 
the missing portions have been totally destroyed. The affidavit 
must state the cause and manner of the mutilation, and must be 
sworn and subscribed before an officer qualified to administer 
oaths, who must affix his official seal thereto, and the character 
of the affiants must be certified to be good by such officer or 
some other having an official seal. The Treasurer will exercise 
such a discretion under this regulation as may seem to him needful 
to protect the United States from fraud. 

18. Fragments not redeemable are rejected and returned ; 
counterfeit notes are branded and returned. 


IX. Redemption of National Bank Notes. 


19. Naiional-bank notes are redeemable by the ‘Treasurer in 
sums of 1,000 dollars or any multiple thereof. 

20. Notes equalling or exceeding three-fifths of their original 
proportions, and bearing the name of the bank and the signature 
of one of its officers, are redeemable at their full face value. 

21. Notes of which less than three-fifths remains, or from 
which both signatures are lacking, are not redeemed by the 
Treasurer, but should be presented for redemption to the bank of 
issue. Fragments less than three-fifths are accepted from the 
bank of issue for face value by the Treasurer only when aceom- 
panied by evidence, as required by paragraph 17, that the missing 
portions have been entirely destroyed. 

22. Fragments redeemed by the bank of issue for less than 
face value are accepted by the Treasurer only when their valuation 
is equal to the face value of a note of some denomination issued 
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by the bank or some multiple thereof. ‘The required valuation 
may be made up to several fragments of notes of the same or 
different denominations, provided the total valuation of the frag- 
ments of each denomination be one dollar or some multiple thereof. 
Fragments not clearly more than two-fifths are acceptable only 
when accompanied by evidence, as required by paragraph 17, 
that the missing portions have been entirely destroyed. 

23. It having been decided that national bank notes stolen 
when unsigned, and put into circulation with forged signatures, 
are not obligatory promissory notes of the banks under section 
5182 of the Revised States, they are not redeemed by the 
Treasurer. 

24. Notes of national banks that have failed are redeemed in 
the same manner and on the same terms as United States notes. 


X. Redemption of Fractional Silver Coin. 


25. Fractional silver coin may be presented in sums or 
multiples of 20 dollars, assorted by denominations in separate 
packages, to the Treasurer or an Assistant-Treasurer for exchange 
into lawful money. When forwarded by express the charges 
should be prepaid. , 

26. No foreign nor mutilated silver coin will be redeemed. 
Reduction by natural abrasion is not considered mutilation. 


XI. Redemption of Minor Coin. 


27. Coins of copper, bronze, or copper-nickel of the denomi- 
nation of one, two, three, and five cents, known as “minor coin,” 
are redeemable at the office of the Treasurer or an Assistant- 
Treasurer, when presented in sums or multiples of 20 dollars, 
assorted by denominations in separate packages. When for- 
warded by express the charges should be prepaid, and the sender 
advise the officer to whom sent of the amount and kind of coin 
shipped. Upon redemption of the coin by an Assistant-Treasurer, 
when payment is not made over the counter, he will issue a 
certificate of deposit showing the amount credited in the Trea- 
surer’s “transfer account”; the certificate to state the name and 
address of the depositor and amount cf the deposit, and be sent 
to the Treasurer at Washington, on receipt of which a transfer- 
check will be forwarded in payment to the party named in the 
certificate. 

28. Minor eoin so defaced as not to be readily identified, or 
that is punched or clipped, will not be redeemed nor exchanged 
Pieces that are stamped, bent, or twisted out of shape, or other- 
wise imperfect, but showing no material loss of metal, will be 
redeemed. All pieces received by Assistant-Treasurers unfit for 
reissue should be assorted by denominations into the different 
kinds of coin-bronze, copper-nickel, and nickel, and held subject 
to transportation for recoinage. 
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XII. Transmission to the Treasurer. 


29. United States notes, silver certificates, and national bank 
notes should be forwarded in separate packages. Remittances 
should be made up into packages of not more than 8,000 notes 
each. The notes ina package should be assorted by denominations, 
and enclosed in paper straps containing not more than one 
hundred notes each, and the straps should be marked with the 
amount of the contents. 

30. An inventory giving the amount of each denomination of 
notes, the total amount in the package, the address of the party 
sending, and the disposition to be made of the proceeds should be 
enclosed with each package, and a letter of advice sent by mail. 

31. The package, if it be sent by express, should be sealed up 
in stout paper and addressed to the “Treasurer of the United 
States, Washington, D. C.” The wrapper should be plainly 
marked with the owner’s name and address, and the amount and 
kind of currency enclosed. 

32. It is the duty of postmasters to register, free of charge, 
all letters on which the postage has been fully prepaid, addressed 
to the Treasurer, containing currency of the United States for 
redemption. It is recommended that all such letters be registered 
as a protection against loss, 

33. Remittances of money by mail should be addressed to the 
“Treasurer of the United States, Washington, D. C.” Such 
remittances and returns therefor by mail are invariably at the 
risk of the owners. All communications to the Treasurer in 
regard to packages lost in the mail are referred for investigation 
to the Chief Post Office Inspector, Post Office Department, 
Washington, D. C., to whom any subsequent inquiry on the 
subject should be addressed. 

Express Charges. 

34. The Government contract extends to all points accessible 
through established express lines reached by continuous railway 
communication, but does not embrace sea or river transportation 
of any kind, and does not extend westward beyond Omaha and 
Nebraska City, Nebr., and Atchison, and Leavenworth, Kans. 

35. The Treasurer has no control over rates exacted when the 
charges are prepaid, or when remittances come from points 
without the limits of the contract. 

36. No charge is made for the amount of express charges 
enclosed with a remittance of even thousands of dollars when 
separately noted on the wrapper. Packages should always be 
marked with the exact amount of the contents. 

Express charges paid by the Government. 

37. Express charges are paid by the Government— 

a, On standard silver dollars and fractional silver coin 
sent from the offices of the Mints, the Treasurer or the 
Assistant-Treasurer, in sums or multiples of 500 doliars. 

b. On national bank notes sent to the ‘Treasurer for 
redemption in suns or multiples of 1,000 dollars. 
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Express charges not paid by the Government. 


38. On United States currency sent for redemption or for 
eredit of the 5 per cent. redemption fund and on national bank 
notes sent for redemption in other amounts than multiples of 
1,000 dollars, the charges if not prepaid are deducted from the 
proceeds at contract rates. 

39. On fractional silver coin and minor coin sent for redemption 
the charges must be prepaid by the sender. 

40. On United States notes returned for United States notes 
or national bank notes redeemed the charges are deducted at 
contract rates. 

41. On gold coin sent from the Mint on orders from the 
Treasurer in return for deposits with the Assistant-Treasurer in 
New York, the charges are deducted at contract rates. 

42. On transfer of funds from national bank depositaries, 
under letters of instruction, the charges must be paid by the 
depositaries. 


XIV. General Information. 


43. Assistant-Treasurers elsewhere than in New York are not 
authorised to receive drafts of banks and bankers. 

Banks and others presenting United States currency for 
redemption or exchange at the offices of the Assistant-Treasurers 
are required to assort the notes by classes, and enclose them with 
paper straps, the straps not to contain more than one hundred 


notes each, and to be marked plainly with the amount of the 
contents. 

This requirement applies also to any United States currency 
deposited in the Sub-Treasury offices for the credit of the various 
accounts of the Treasurer. 

44. The Act of June 30, 1876, requires “that all United 

States officers charged with the receipt or disbursement of 

public moneys, and all officers of national banks, shall stamp or 

write in plain letters the word ‘ counterfeit,’ ‘altered, or 

‘worthless,’ upon all fraudulent notes issued in the form cf, and 

intended to circulate as, money, which shall be presented at 

their places of business; and if such officers shall wrongfully 

stamp any genuine note of the United States or of the national 
“ banks, they shall, upon presentation, redeem such notes at the 
“ face value thereof.” 

45. In the case of the loss or destruction of one of the Trea- 
surer’s checks, and upon application for a duplicate, payment of 
the original check is stopped, and the applicant is furnished with 
a form of bond of indemnity, upon return of which, properly 
executed a duplicate is issued. 

Compliance with the foregoing regulations is enjoined on all 
officers of the Department, and observance of them will be 
expected of all making remittances to this office. 
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XTI.—RECENT TRADE BLUE BOOKS, 


1. Statistical Abstract for the United Kingdom, in each of the 
15 years from 1872 to 1886. (C—5173.) Price 1s. 2d. 


This is the thirty-fourth number of this well-known Abstract, 
which is issued annually by the Board of Trade. It gives the 
usual information with regard to revenue, trate, shipping, agricul - 
ture, railways, &c. of the United Kingdom, the figures in each case 
being carried down to the end of the year 1886, and in the case 
of Revenue to March 31st, 1887. 


2. Annual Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom with 
Foreign Countries and British Possessions for the year 1886. 
(C—5148.) Price 3s. 11d. 


This is the annual detailed statement showing the import, 
export, and transit trade of the United Kingdom for the past 
year, and is compiled by the Custom House, under the direction 
of the Board of ‘Trade from documents in their possession. In 
addition to the quantities and values of each of the different 
articles of import and export, the return contains a statement 
showing the imports and exports from and to each foreign country 
and British possession from 1882 to 1886, together with the 
bonded warehouse accounts for the year 1886, giving the quan- 
tities of principal imported articles received into, delivered from, 
and remaining in warehouse, and quantities of various imported 
articles delivered for the use of the Army and Navy, and for 
stores of merchant vessels. 


3. The Thirty-first Report of the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Customs (for the year ended March 31st, 1887). 
(C—5183.) Price 2$d. 

The Commissioners in their report state that the gross amount 
of Customs revenue for the financial year, 1886-1887, was 
20,312,885/., a sum exceeding the receipt of the previous financial 
year by 395,890/. The ordinary increase on the preceding year 
at the usual calculation of one per cent. in the growth of the 
population, would have amounted to 199,170/., and the actual | 
increase exceeds that amount by 196,7202, or very nearly one per 
cent. in excess of the growth of the population. This increase is 
mainly attributable, the Commissioners state, to the yield of the 
duty on tea, but it is also materially contributed to by the duties 
on dried fruit, Geneva, and unrated spirits and tobacco. 

The only change in duty during the financial year was as 
regards wine. By this change the rate of ls. per gallon cn wine 
was extended from wine containing under 26 degrees of proof 
spirit so as to include wine of a spirituous strength not exceeding 
30 degrees of proof spirit, and the rate of 2s. 6d. per gallon on 
wine containing under 42 degrees of proof spirit was extended so 
as to include wine of a spirituous strength not exceeding 42 degrees 
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of proof spirit. The new duties came into operation on the 
15th of August 1886, and the annexed table shows the effect 
upon wines cleared for home consumption since that date up to the 
31st of March 1887, as compared with a similar period in the pre 
ceding financial year.

The Commissioners further state that, with regard to Ireland, 
the Customs receipt for the past year is the largest of any of the 
10 years, commencing with 1877-78, in which year it formed 
966 per cent. of the entire Customs revenue of the United 
Kingdom; in the past year it constituted 10°26 per cent., and 
this notwithstanding the fact that the duty on tea is taken 
in increasing amount in London, whence it is removed duty 
paid. 

‘To their report the Commissioners annex the usual tables, 
showing the amount of Customs revenue collected during a series 
of years in England and Wales, in Scotland and Ireland, as well 
2s under the heading of different articles, and there are also 
tables annexed showing the duties performed by Custom House 
officers in connexion with wrecks, fishing-boats, the Royal Naval 
Reserve, &c.

4. Agricultural Statistics. Ireland, 1887. General Abstracts 
showing the acreage under Crops, also the number and description 
of Live Stock in each county and province, 1886-1887. (C—5186.) 
Price 14d. 

This is the annual return issued by the Registrar-General. It 
shows that the total extent under crops (including meadow and 
clover) in 1887 is 5,064,650 acres, being a net increase on the 
extent in 1886 of 30,535 acres, or 0°6 per cent. There was an 
increase in Ulster of 56,976 acres, or 3°3 per cent.; while in 
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Leinster there was a decrease of 17,570 acres, or 1:3 per cent. ; 
in Munster, of 599 acres, or 0:0 per cent. ; and in Connaught, of 
8,272 acres, or 1°2 per cent. 

In 1886 the extent returned under grass was 10,162,707 acres, 
in 1887 the amount returned is 10,051,741 acres, being a decrease 
of 110,966 acres; the extent returned as fallow in 1886 was 
17,028 acres, and in 1887, 12,716 acres; the extent under woods 
and plantations in 1886 was 329,662 acres, against 330,073 acres 
in 1887; and the extent returned under “ Bog and Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, “ce.” in 1886 was 4,785,241 acres, against 
4,869,573 acres in 1887, being an increase of 84,332 acres; of the 
acreage thus returned in 1887 1,788,437 acres have been entered 
by the enumerators as bog and marsh, and 2,211,637 acres as 
barren mountain land.

5. Condition of the Working Classes. Tabulation of the 
Statements made by Men living in certain selected districts of 
London in March 1887. (C.—5228.) Price 1s. 7d. 


The tables comprised in this paper are prefaced by a report by 
Dr. W. Ogle. The report states that four districts were selected 
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as being, according to those conversant with such subjects, mainly 
inhabited by persons who might be taken as fair representatives 


of the working classes. These districts, which, for the sake of 


brevity, are in the tables termed respectively the Eastern, 
Western, Northern, and Southern Districts, were as follows :— 

1. Eastern.—This district included the entire parish and 
registration district of St. George-in-the-East. 


2. Western.—This district included selected portions of the 
registration sub-districts of East and West Battersea, being 
portions of the parish of the same name. 


3. Northern.—This district included selected portions of the 
registration sub-districts of Hackney and South Hackney, being 
portions of the parish of the same name. 


4, Southern.—This district included selected portions of the 
registration sub-districts of St. Paul and St. Nicholas, Deptford, 
being portions of the parishes of the same names, and of the union 
and registration district of Greenwich. 

The form of tabulation having been settled by the Local 
Government Board for the purposes of this inquiry, the returns 
were tabulated in 35 occupational groups. These groups were 
not arbitrarily selected, they are the groups which were found 
during the process of abstraction to tally most closely with the 
actual occupational distribution of the population concerned, no 
occupation heing taken as a separate group unless it had at least 
100 men engaged in it. 


Population concerned in the inquiry.—The total number of 


men concerning whom information is given in the tables is 
29,451. Adding to these their wives and children, as also other 
relations living with them, we have a total of 125,313 persons as 
the population embraced in the tables. The population was thus 
composed :—Single men, 4,019; married men, 24,334; widowers, 
1,098 ; wives, 24,334; children, 69,166; other relatives, 2,362—- 
total, 125,313. The other relatives are taken from the summary 
table, on the hypothesis that no more than one such relative 
lived in any family. There is, therefore, almost certainly a slight 
under-statement of the relatives in the above estimate. 

Country of birth —Of the 29,451 men, 95 per cent. were born 
in the United Kingdom, and only 5 per cent. were born abroad. 
There are only two groups in which the foreigners outnumber the 
natives-—namely, the tailors and the sugar-bakers ; and only four 
more in which their proportion is more than 9 per cent. of the 
whole. The following are the proportions in which the foreign 
element ix represented in these six groups :—Sugar-bakers, 
63 per cent.; tailors, 58 per cent.; cigar and tobacco workers, 
43 per cent. ; farriers, skindressers, dyers, 34 per cent.; bakers, 
25 per cent. ; bootmakers, 16 per cent.; the remaining groups, 
2 per cent. 

These six groups in which the foreign element is highest are 
none of them of much numerical importance, the number of men 
returned in them amounting altogether to no more than 2,678. 
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So far, then, as these returns go, they scarcely support the current 
belief that foreign labour is largely supplanting native labour in 
London. At the same iime, it must be remembered that the 
proportions in the tables by no means necessarily represent the 
proportions that obtain in the whole of London. Very much 
depends on the areas selected as samples, for foreigners con- 
gregate in special limited quarters, and it may well be, and almost 
certainly would be, the case that, had different districts been 
selected, utterly different proportions would have been registered. 
This possibility is well illustrated by the tables relating to tailors. 
Supposing the eastern district had not been included in the 
inquiry, the foreign tailors would only have formed 5 per cent. cf 
the whale group, instead of 58 per cent., as they do actually. 
Had, on the other hand, the eastern district by itself formed the 
area of inquiry, the foreign proportion would have been 83 per 
cent. of the whole. It is plain, then, that, for any trustworthy 
evidence as to the relative proportions of foreign and native 
labour, a large area is required, and probably a much larger area 
than was included in the recent inquiry. 


6. Thirty-third Report of the Postmuster-General on the Post 
Office. (C.—5211.) Price 44d. 


Thig annual report gives the usual summary of the various 
branches of the work carried on by the General Post Office, 
including telegrams, parcel post, savings bank, and ‘money order 
transactions. The report details at some length the results during 
the first complete year of the new telegraph rates, decided upon 
by Parliament in 1883, and introduced in 1885 ; and also contains 
information.as to the condition of the Parcel Post, in regard to 
which extensive changes were made on May Ist, 1886.

This return, which is issued annually, shows the number of 
depositors’ accounts remaining open, and the amount, inclusive of 
interest, standing to their credit on December 31st, 1886, at each 
Post Office Savings Bank in the United Kingdom. The return 
is summarised county by county as well as for each division of the 


United Kingdom. 


8. Inspectors of Factories. 305. Price 1d. 


This is a return to an address of the House of Commons 
showing the names, dates of appointment, and present salaries of 
Her Majesty’s inspectors of factories, together with the place in 
which each is located, the area and population of the district of 
which each has charge, and the number of factories and work- 
shops contained therein; also the average number of visits paid 
annually by each inspector to each factory and workshop in his 
district. 


9. Steam Boilers (Passenger Ships). 285. Price 3d. 


This return shows the number of passenger steamers at present 
under the supervision of the Marine Department of the Board of 
Trade with similar information for the past 10 years, and also the 
number of accidents which have occurred among the boilers of 
those ships in each year, classified according to the nature of 
the accidents. 


10. Egypt, No 11 (1887). (C—5165.) Price 1s. 2d. 


This is a command paper containing further correspondence 
respecting the finances of Egypt. It is in continuation of com- 
mercial paper “ Egypt, No. 3 1887.” (C.—4942.) 


11. China, No. 3 (1887). (C--5164.) Price 4. 


‘This is a command paper containing the terms of a convention 
concluded between Her Majesty and the Emperor of China, 
relative to the future political relations between this country 
and Burmah, and with reference to Thibet and the relations 
of the British Government thereto as far as regards the develop- 
ment of trade. The convention was signed at Pekin on July 
24th, 1886, and ratifications were exchanged in London on 
August 25th, 1887. 


12, Building Societies Return. 313. Price 1s. 9d. 


This is the usual annual return compiled from the accounts 
furnished under Act of Parliameut by Building Societies incor- 
porated under the Building Societies Acts. 
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15. Annual Report of the Local Government Board for Ireland. 
(C.—5124.) Price 2s. 10d. 


This is the fifteenth annual report presented to Parliament 
according to statute, and relates to the proceedings of the Irish 
Local Government Board up to 31st March 1887. 


14. Sixteenth Annual Report of the Local Government Board, 
1886-87. (C-5131.) Price 3s. 9d. 


This report, which is issued by the Local Government 
Board for England and Wales, contains the customary infor- 
mation with regard to their proceedings during the year 1886- 
87. The statements and observations submitted in the report 
are divided into three parts, relating to, first, the relief of 
the poor and the poor-rate ; secondly, local government and the 
public health ; and thirdly, local taxation and valuation. 


15, Pauperism (England and Wales). Return A, Comparative 
Statement of Pauperism. July 1887. 77(A. VI). Price 2d. 


This is the monthly statement for July 1887, issued by the 
Local Government Board in compliance with an order of the 
House of Commons. It shows that the number of persons (ex- 
cluding lunatics in asylums and licensed houses) relieved in 
England and Wales on the last day in each week of the month of 
July was as follows:—First week, 698,040; second week, 
696,918; third week, 696,653 ; fourth week, 696,944; and fifth 
week, 696,693. It is observed in the return that the number of 
paupers in receipt of relief in July 1887 was larger than it had 
been in the same month in 8 of the 12 preceding years, 1875- 
1886, but smaller than the number relieved in the corresponding 
month in 1886, 1879, 1880, and 1881, and in the years from 1857 
to 1874, both inclusive. 


16. Report of Select Committee on Forestry. 246. Price 1s. 9d. 


The above report contains also the proceedings of the Com- 
miitee, with minutes of the evidence taken before it. The 
Committee recommend the establishment of a Forest Board for 
Great Britain and Ireland, and state that they are satisfied by the 
evidence that the establishment of forest schools, or at any rate, 
of a course of instruction and examination in forestry, would be 
desirable ; and they think that the consideration of the best mode 
of carrying this into effect might be entrusted to such a Forest 
Board. 

The Committee also make suggestions as to the composition and 
functions of a Board of Forestry.
